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LEWIS BACKS DOWN, CALLS OFF STRIKE 
REVOLT IN ARGENTINA; PRESIDENT FLEES 


COUNCIL HEADED 

BY WAR MINISTER 
SEIZES CONTROL 
OF GOVERNMENT 


Castillo, Who Clung to 
Ties With Axis, Takes 
Refuge on Ship—Cap- 
ital Captured With 
Scant Opposition. 


By the Associated Press. 
Argentine military leaders engi- 


meered a coup d’etat today against 
the Government of President Ra- 
mon S. Castillo, whose insistence 
on strict neutrality has left Argen- 
tina the oniy nation in the Western 
Hemisphere maintaining relations 
with the Axis. 

Castillo fled from his capital, 
transferring the seat of his govern- 
ment to a warship. 

In a swift and relatively blood- 
less revolt, a military Government 
of three men headed by Gen. Pedro 
Ramirez, former Minister of War, 
was installed in the presidential 


palace. 

Besides Ramirez, the new junta 
consisted of Gen. Juan Giovanelli 
and a naval officer whose name 
was not announcec. 

So complete was Castillo’s rout 


that the man he left to combat 
the revolting troops, Gen. Rodolfo 
Marquez, resigned as head of the 
repressive forces in midafternoon 
on the ground that troops did not 
obey his orders. 

Fied As Troops Entered. 

Castillo and most of the mem- 
bers of his cabinet fled aboard the 
gunboat Drummond at dawn as 
some 7000 troops under a Ramirez 
associate, Gen. Arturo Rawson, 
marched on the cayftal. The Drum- 
mond headed up the Rio de la 
Plata to the naval base at Rio 
Santiago. 

A proclamation, issued by Raw- 
son as the new Minister of War, 
said: 

“The people of the Republic may 
have full confidence in the assur- 
ance that this movement conceived 
and prepared within the Army is 
completely Argentine and is only 
aimed to guarantee the safety of 
the people and our nation without 
any political leaning.. 

“On account of these reasons the 
peyople may remain calm and 
peaceful, confident in the new au- 
thorities who rule the restinies of 
the nation.” 

From Rio Santiago, Castillo is- 
sued a message to the nation, 
broadcast by official and commer- 
cial radios, declaring his intention 
to resist the establishment of a 
military regime. 

He asked the armed forces of 
the country to show loyalty to his 
Government, a request which ap- 
parently fell on deaf ears.

DATES BACK

Castillo’s Policy of Neu-

Argentina’s present § internal 
troubles date from the conference 
of American Foreign Ministers at 
Rio de Janeiro just after the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor. Ac- 
customed to function as a counter- 
poise to United States leadership 
in the Western Hemisphere, Argen- 
tina found at Rio that many Amer- 
ican nations already had declared 
war or severed relations with the 
Axis powers, or had predetermined 
their policies without benefit of 
Argentine guidance. 
President Castillo instructed 
Foreign Minister Enrique Ruiz 
Guinazu, Argentine delegate to the 
Rio conference to accept no com- 
mitments which would compro- 
mise Argentina’s freedom of ac- 
tion. Argentina went no further 
at the conference than acceptance 
of a resolution recommending that 
the American republics sever re- 
lations with the Axis, but leaving 
itself free to determine how and 
when it would comply. Then Cas- 
tillo decreed a state of siege. 
Castillo’s neutrality policy has 
held since Pearl Harbor, backed 
by the state of siege by which he 
suppressed criticism. The Presi- 
dent indicated at the time that the 
purpose of the decree was to check 
totalitarian propaganda, which 
had fostered unrest from the time 
Hitler assumed power in Germany. 
The cleavage between Castillo’s 
Conservatives and the Socialist and 
Radical opposition has grown more 
bitter. Castillo wants neutrality 
and isolationism; the opposition,

Known Jap Deaths Total 
1791 — Small Enemy 
Groups Still Roaming 
Island, Navy Says. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
Conquest of Attu in the Aleutians 
cost the United States 1535 Army 
casualties, including 342 men dead, 
1135 wounded and 58 missing, up to 
midnight Tuesday, the Navy re- 
ported today. 

The deaths represent a ratio of 
about five Japanese killed for each 
American lost in the battling over 
the snow-covered crags and tundra. 

Known Japanese deaths, the Navy 


has said, total 1791 exclusive of en- 
emy soldiers killed by air bombing 
and naval bombardments and cre- 
mated or buried before American 
troops took the island. 

Small groups of Japanese still 
were roaming Attu on Tuesday, 
the Navy said. However, their ac- 
tivities have been confined to snip- 
ing. Wiping out all remaining en- 
emy troops scems only a matter of 
time, 

The Navy communique said: 

“North Pacific: 

“1. On June 1, on Attu Island, 
small bands of Japanese troops 
still roamed some areas of the 
island, although there was no fur- 
ther enemy resistance. 

“2. The United States Army cas- 
ualties on Attu as of midnight June 

were as follows: Killed, 342; 
wounded, 1135; missing, 58. 


“3. In addition to the known Jap- |: 


anese dead of 1791 on Attu Island 
(previously reported in Navy De- 
partment communique No. 400), U. 
S. Army troops have captured 11 
prisoners.” 

The announcement that 11 Jap- 
anese had been taken prisoner in- 
creased by seven the number of en- 
emy troops reported captured in 
the campaign. 


New Army Carbine, Light, Accurate 
And Fast, Inspired by Air Rifle

PORT CLINTON, O., June 4 
(AP).—The air rifle, a toy with 
which most American boys are fa- 


miliar, provided ordnance and in- 
dustrial gun designers with the 
idea for one of the Army’s newest 
weapons. 

The new firearm—a vicious little 
.30-caliber carbine combining light- 
ness, fire-power and accuracy at 
battle ranges—was demonstrated 
to reporters for the first time to- 
day by the War Department’s 
Cleveland ornance district. Pro- 
duction now is nearing full scale 
at the Standard Products Co. plant 
in this Lake Erie town. 

The carbine ig a short-barreled 
rifle, only 36 inches long. Like the 
air rifle, it weighs less than six 
pounds, including strap and cart- 
ridge clip. That’s about three 
pounds lighter than the newer 
Garand. 

Unlike the air rifle, it spits 15 
high-velocity slugs from one clip 
with deadly accuracy. The velocity 


muzzle is 1900 feet a second, rank- 
ing next to the larger Garand 
rifle’s 2675 feet a second. 

“In combat, it has been the 
best weapon for the individual 
ever turned out,” says Col. Forrest 
C, Shaffer, commanding officer of 
nearly Erie proving ground. 

‘““‘The carbine is especially good 
for jungle fighting. A soldier can 
carry four or five times as much 
ammunition for thig gun as he 
can for the Garand. It’s very ef- 
fective at short range, having 
greater accuracy than the .45-cali- 
ber pistol which is handled ex- 
pertly by only a few men at ranges 
over 50 feet.” 

Dozens of the men and women 
assembling the gun’s 65 parts have 
incentive for making them perfect. 
They are fathers, mothers, wives, 
sisters or sweethearts of 32 Port 
Clinton men captured or killed 
with Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
192nd Tank Battalion on Bataan.

ROOSEVELT SAYS 
HE AND STALIN 
ARE IN AGCOND 


Understanding Excellent, 
He Reports After Re- 
turn of Davies—Presi- 
dent Gives No Details. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today that 


-|the understanding and accord be- 


tween him and Premier Joseph 
Stalin of Russia is excellent, in 
commenting at a press conference 
on the return of his special emis- 
sary to Moscow, Joseph E. Davies. 

The President made his brief 
statement when asked whether he 
could disclose anything about the 
reply to his letter that Davies 


brought back from Moscow late 
yesterday. 

Roosevelt, referring to the 
Soviet Premier as Marshal Stalin, 
said Davies had brought back a 
letter and that the understanding 
and accord between the President 
and Stalin is excellent. That was 
all he said about it and reporters 
did not press him for details. 

In reply to another question, the 
President said Admiral William H. 
Standley, American. assador, to. 
Moscow, had not submitted his 
resignation to either the White 
House or State Department. 

The return of Davies yesterday 
set the capital to speculating 
whether it meant a meeting ha 
been arranged for Roosevelt, Stal- 
in and Prime Minister Churchfill. 

The former Ambassador to Mos- 
cow arrived in Washington by air 
at 4:51 p. m. and went at once 
to the White House, where he de- 
livered Stalin’s reply. Then he 
spent about two hours conferring 
with the President. 

Davies had completed a trip of 
globe-circling length. He left here 
by airplane in mid-May—the exact 
date of departure was not dis- 
closed—to take’ Roosevelt’s com- 
munication to Stalin. 

Beforehand, the President had 
announced Davies was taking a 
secret letter to Stalin for him, and 
had warned reporters against spec- 
ulating over its contents because, 
he said, they would be wrong. 
Nevertheless, speculation persisted 
with much of it centering about 
the idea that the communication 
involved a suggestion for a per- 
sonal meeting.

WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
cut tomato juice ration point costs 
in half today, announcing, how- 
ever, that all other current blue 
coupon values are expected to 
stand unchanged for another 
month. 

The tomato juice cut—which ap- 
plies also to other vegetable juices 
containing 70 per cent or more to- 
mato juice—is effective Sunday 
morning. The new value is two 
points a pound—which comes to 
three points for a No. 2 size can 
and four points for a 46-ounce Can, 
This was the second sharp cut on 
tomato juice, both prompted by 
slow sales. 

Paul M. O’Leary, Deputy Admin- 
istrator in charge of rationing, 
said point changes would be made 
in the future only once a month, 
“to ease the burden of rationing.” 

A new schedule of meat point 
values, which are one to three 
points higher on most beef cuts, 
also goes into effect Sunday.

that Chaplin and Miss Berry have 
never been married, and that he 
denies paternity.

Baird June 17 on a show-cause or- 
der, issued this statement last 
night, through his attorneys: 

“Miss Berry states her unborn 
child was conceived in December 
last.

CHUNGKING, June 4 (AP).— 
Chinese forces have smashed into 
the Yangtze port of Itu after anni- 
hilating 2000 Japanese troops in 
the area and have captured 
Nanhsien on the northern shore 
of Tungting lake, a Chinese High 
Commany communique announced 
today. : 

The report said the battle on 
the upper Yangtze had turned into 
a route of enemy forces, which 
were battered ceaselessly by Amer- 
ican and Chinese airmen. Fierce 
street fighting was reported in 
progress in Itu, 23 airline miles be- 
low the main Japanese base of 
Ichang. 

In addition to capturing Nanh- 
sien, 95 miles southeast of Itu, the 
Chinese were reported to have re- 
taken 10 other towns in the Hupeb- 
Hiunan border region east of the 
Canton-Hankow railway. 

Japanese attempts to land 
troops near Wuchwan in south- 
western Kwangtung Province on 
May 26 were reported to have been 
repulsed. 

Itu was the point through which 
Japanese forces retreating from 
Changyang were trying to make 
their way across the Yangtze after 
being routed.

Castillo then asked the popula- 
tion to obey Marquez as the head 
of “the legal forces.”

The position of the Japanese in 
their stronghold at Nanhsien, 
north of Tungting lake, was said 
to have been rendered untenable 
with the fall of outlying positions. 

As dispatches pictured unbroken 
Chinese successes, a spokesman 
announced that 100,000 Japanese 
troops had been turned back in 
the battle and that of this number 
30,000 had fallen as casualties.

The overseas commentator of 
the German radio was quoted as 
saying “the British are talking 
daily about an invasion of Europe 
being imminent.” 

Referring to the “assumption” 
that the Germans would remain 
on the defensive in Russia during 
the summer—an assumption which 
arose from a recent broadcast to 
German listeners by Lieut, Gen. 
Kurt Dietmar, Nazi military 
spokesman—the German overseas 
commenator said: 

“The base of Europe is so strong 
and wide that it permits not only 
defensive but offensive actions.” 
The German general staff is 
keeping its plans secret, the com- 
mentator added, but he asserted 
that several new divisions had been 
created and that the production of 
arms in Germany was exceeding 
expectations. 

“Sq we can conclude,” he said, 
“that Germany is preparing for the 
coming battles on the largest pos- 
sible scale.” 

Some preparations, it was said, 
undoubtedly are being made in the 
Balkans, where the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment-in-exile reported that 
Gen. Draja Mihailovic’s guerrillas 
had wrested 1200 square miles of 
territory and 21 railway stations 
form Axis troops in new fighting.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 4 (AP),— 
British warships have bombarded 
the Italian fortress island of Pan- 
telleria for the third and fourth 
times .this week, hurling shells 
into the harbor and battery areas, 
it was announced today. 

Both Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning the big ships 
pounded the rocky island in du- 
plication of their double assaults 
at the start of the week. There 
was some slight return fire from 
Italian batteries, but as in the 
two previous attacks, the British 
naval units were reported to have 
suffered no damage or casualties. 

Bombed day and night by Amer- 
ican and Royal Air Force planes, 
Pantelleria’s shore’ gunners could 
reply but weakly. 

An Allied announcement dis- 
closed that R. A. F. Wellington 
bombers battered the island Mon- 
day and Tuesday nights and on 
the latter date also delivered a 
block-busting raid on the already 
damaged Italian port of Naples. 
Two-ton bombs exploded on the 
Naples industrial area and among 
the docks and “many were seen 
to burst among plants and port 
buildings,” it was stated. 

The Wellingtons encountered no 
fighter opposition either over 
Naples or Pantelleria, striking 
evidence of the depleted state of 
Axis defenses, 

(The Moscow radio quoted Swiss 
dispatches as reporting that all 
foreign newspaper reporters, in- 
cluding even those from Axis coun- 
tries, have been forbidden to enter 
Naples. It added that cor- 
respondents of neutral countries 
were allowed only in Rome and 
Milan.) 

The two R. A. F. night raids on 
Pantelleria were said to have start- 
éd several fires and many hits were 
reported in the dock area. 

American daylight bombers re- 
ported scoring numerous hits on 
Pantelleria’s military targets and 
causing large explosions. R. A. F.

NAZIS REPORTED

Ghetto Virtually Razed, 
5000 Residents Killed 
and 14,000 Deported, 
Stockholm Hears. 


STOCKHOLM, June 4 (AP).— 
The Germans were reported to 
day to have virtually wiped out 
the Warsaw ghetto by deporting 
14,000 Jews to the East after 
three weeks of desperate street- 
fighting in which 2000 were shot 
to death and 3000 died in their 
flaming homes. 

A secret Polish radio station 
heard here last night said the 
Jews in the walled ghetto, scene 
of other bloody pogroms since the 
Nazis overran Poland, had given 
a good account of themselves by 
killing 300 German elite troops 
and wounding 2000 others. 

The broadcast related that the 
Jews defended themselves behind 
barricades as the Nazi troopers 
marched on the ghetto April 12. 
Resistance at the barricades con- 
tinued until April 24, the report 
added, and then street and house 
fighting raged for a week or more 
as the Germans pressed in with 
the aid of artillery, machineguns, 
flame throwers and light bombing 
planes. 

Mines and bombs blasted entire 
blocks of buildings and fires swept 
many sections of the ghetto, the 
broadcast said. Water, gas and 
electricity were shut off and the 
Jews finally were forced to give in. 

The Polish radio station, SWIT, 
was the same which, on April 21, 
broadcast in the midst of the fight- 
ing: 

“The last 35,000 Jews in the 
ghetto at Warsaw have been con- 
demned to execution, Warsaw 
again is echoing to musketry 
volleys.

Bond on Burglary Charges.

Arrested with two older 
men last May 14 he had, St. Louis 
police said, admitted participation 
in the two burglaries and also 
seven robberies in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis between April 16 
and May 7. 

The burglary warrants charge 
that seat covers valued at $8 were 
taken from a filling station at 1170 
Big Bend boulevard and laundry 
valued at $2 from the White Line 
Laundry branch at 6556 Clayton 
road.

The mother, tearful and highly 
nervous, said one of the causes of 
dissension in the household, which 
had gone on for five or six years, 
was her husband's complaints 
against her son. “He just didn’t 
want him around and was always 
nagging me about him,” she said. 

After an almost sleepless night 
of torment, in which Grasswick 
said Newell repeatedly had called 
him into his bedroom and clicked 
the hammer of a pistol at him, the 
stepfather called him again at 5 
a. m. Wednesday, the youth relat- 
ed, and once more pointed a pistol 
at him. 

“Kept Firing.” 

“I didn’t know when he was go- 
ing to kill me,” Grasswick said. “I 
picked up a rifle and pulled the 
trigger and kept firing until it 
didn't shoot any more.” 

Newell's body, five bullet holes 
in the back, was found on the floor 
besides his bed Wednesday evening 
after his wife, Mrs. Juanita Geral- 
dine Newell, had summoned Sher- 
iff Amos Lee of Jefferson County, 
telling him of “suspicious circum- 
stances” at the house. To protect 
her son, she had told the Sheriff 
that three men from St. Louis had 
made an all-night visit to her hus- 
band. 

County and State officers want- 
ed to know how Newell could have 
been shot in the back when lying 
in bed and, as Grasswick said, 
reaching for a pistol.

Bill Amended to Bar Use of 
Any of Fund to Pay Price 
Roll-Back Subsidies. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
A bill extending the life of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation two 
more years and increasing its bor- 


rowing power by one billion dollars 
was approved by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee today after it wrote 
in a restriction against use of any 
of the fund to pay subsidies in the 
food price roll-back program. 

Acting Chairman Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, said the anti- 
subsidy amendment was adopted 
by a 3-to-2 vote. : ‘ 

The House Banking Committee 
this week approved an extension 
measure containing a somewhat 
broader antisubsidy provision, bar- 
ring use not only of CCC funds 
but also the funds of any other 
Government agency. The House 
bill provided for only a half-billion 
dollar increase in the borrowing 
power of the corporation, now §2,- 
650,000,000. 

Food Administrator Chester C. 
Davis urged the Senate committee 
last Thursday not to restrict CCC’s 
operations by “a narrow prohibi- 
tion of subsidies.” He said he 
thought it would be dangerous “to 
line the people of the country up 
into hostile camps, one prosubsidy, 
the other antisubsidy.”

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GUY. BRICKER PREDICTS 
b. 0. P. VICTORY IN 44 


Ohioan, Potential Republican 
Candidate, Says Race Won't 
Hurt War Effort. 


Gov. John W. Bricker of‘ Ohio, 
one of the potential eandidates for 
the Republican nomination for 
President in 1944, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today he 
expected a hot political campaign 
ending in a Republican victory. 

Gov. Bricker, who addressed a 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
at Hotel Jefferson, calling for a 
“recapturing of the spirit of pri- 
vate enterprise,” said he was satis- 
fied there was an increasing Re- 
publican trend throughout. the 
country. He didn’t think a cam- 
paign would hamper the war ef- 
fort; thought it would embody a 
wholesome program, appraising 
our strong and weak points. 

“Elections are part of represen- 
tative processes,” Gov. Bricker 
said, “and an election more often 
strengthens than weakens the 
structure of Government, even in 
time of war. We can prove to 
the world as well as to ourselves 
we are a verile country and can 
change leadership, if desirable, for 
the conduct of the war.” 

Asked on what he based Repub- 
lican prospects, Gov. Bricker said 
the “average man” was in revolt 
against too much centralization of 
Government and “autocratic bu- 
reaucracy.” The small business 
man and the farmer, not the “have 
nots,” he added, constituted the 
nucleus of the anti-Administration 
tendency. 

Telling what the Republicans 

have to offer, Gov. Bricker said 
that he felt the average admin- 
istration of the 24 Republican Gov- 
ernors now in office reflected the 
“sound, business-like” type of ad- 
ministration which the country 
could expect nationally. Many 
party policies, he added, must be 
determined as the campaign pro- 
gresses. A year from now, Gov. 
Bricker said, an entirely new issue 
might arise. 
Gov, Bricker, who went to Jef- 
ferson City this afternoon where 
he will address Republican women 
of Missouri tomorrow after spend- 
ing the night at the Executive 
Mansion with Gov. Donnell, em- 
phasized the need of postwar plan- 
ning to guard against unemploy- 
ment, but said Government aid 
should be used only “to fill in 
where heeded.” 

In his luncheon address, Gov. 
Bricker urged the maintenance of 
local government, preservation of 
the Bill of Rights, encouragement 
of individual initiative and “the re- 
turn of much Government property 
when the war is won to private 
ownership and private manage- 
ment,” 

“This country cannot live and 
prosper part socialistic and part 
capitaliistic,” Gov. Bricker said. 
“We are fighting this war not for

to Be Put in Armed 
Services Within. 90 
Days, Major Says. 


A re-examination of draft defer- 
ments in war industries here, with 
the intention of placing many 
young men, who previously were 
deferred, in the armed services 
within 90 days, was disclosed to- 
day by Maj, F. C. Richmond, in 
charge of the local State Selective 
Service branch office. 

“Already we have found men 
listed on payrolls as being in jobs 
entitling them to deferment, who 
actually were working at non- 
deferrable jobs,” Maj. Richmond 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Figures on the findings were not 
available, 

“In other instances,” he contin- 
ued, “men with farm deferments 
from other localities have been 
found working in war plants. 
When such cases appear, we are 
immediately notifying the draft 
boards of these men and it is man- 
datory that they be sent either to 
the armed services or back to the 
farms. 

“Young men without dependents 
must go, regardless of occupation. 
Public opinion is strongly against 
letting such men remain at work 
while taking men with children 
into the armed forces.” 

Checking All War Plants. 
The State Selective Service 
branch, established here last 
month, is scouring industrial plant 
reports for other violations, under 
the replacement schedule plan, in 
which war industries are required 
to list all male employes, their 
ages, classifications and _ time 
needed to train replacements, said 
Maj. Richmond. 

John J. Griffin, chairman of the 
Associated Draft Boards of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the re- 
examination of war plant defer- 
ments. The boards have strongly 
opposed the drafting of fathers 
while many young men they be- 
lieved should be drafted were 
working in war plants, protected 
by deferments classing them as 
essential workers. : 

To the management of war 
plants, Griffin issued a warning: 
“Whenever a man has requested 
deferment of another as an essen- 


tial worker, in a sworn statement, 
any misstatement is perjury. Some 
persons may find their necks out, 
if they have not stuck to the facts. 
We mean business.” 

As to Police Deferments. 

In an executive meeting of the 
draft boards at Hotel Statler last 
night, Edwin L. Huffman, presi- 
dent of the Police Board, and Fire 
Chief Frank Egenriether requested 
that men in their departments be 
placed in a deferred status, as 
necessary to maintain defense of 
local war industries and civil order. 

Provisions of the Selective Serv- 
ice regulations, Maj. Richmond 
said, entitle the men in the police 
and fire departments to deferment 
similar to war industries. “Up to 
this time,” he added, “neither de- 
partment has seen fit to undertake 
the replacement schedule plan, al-

Huffman and Egenriether ex- 
plained the difficulty of finding 
sufficient men for their work and 
told the draft officials it took 
about three years to train police- 
men and firemen. Thus far, since 
the departments have not sought 
deferments, the members of the 
two departments have been draft- 
ed as their numbers came up.

In the course of the voting, the 
House struck out a section which 
would have forbidden the board 
to order the maintenance of union 
membership clause in labor con- 
tracts, 


Felony Provision. 

Incorporated in the bill was the 
Connally section making it a fel- 
ony to foment or instigate a strike 
in a plant or mine taken over for 
operation by the Government. It 
was pointed out on the floor that 
this could not apply to the existing 
coal strike. The provision could 
be used, however, should the min- 
ers go back to work and subse- 
quently, at the investigation of 
their leaders, walk out again in a 
strike against the Government. 

The bill provides for the return 
of seized plants or mines within 
60 days after the passing of the 
conditions which provoked the 
seizure, and the terminal date of 
the entire measure is fixed at six 
months after the end of the war. 

Added on the floor was a new 
section to the effect that no mem- 
ber of the War Labor Board shall 
participate in a decision in which 
he has a direct pecuniary interest 
as an officer or représentative of 
either party to the dispute.

WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
Increases in red ration stamp point 
values of the more popular kosher 
beef cuts, in line with already an- 
nounced increases in non-kosher 
cuts, will become effective Sunday, 
the Office of Price Administration 
announced last night.

FIRST STEEL MILL CLOSES, 
> TQ CUT OUTPUT MONDAY 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 4 (AP). 
—The production of five huge mills 
of the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Cor- 


peration will have to be curtailed 
“materially” next Monday due to a 
fuel shortage, company officers 
said today as the coal strike 
moved into its fourth day. 

A survey of 18 coal-producing 
states showed the shutdown is 
causing a loss of approximately two 
million tons daily in output, and 
that the effect on the nation’s 
great industries would become “se- 
rious” by the end of a second week 


The first blast furnace to be 
closed was one of the Republic 
Steel Corporation at Birmingham, 
Ala., where officers notified the 
Government the cause was an in- 
adequate coal supply. They said a 
second one would have to be 
banked in “another day or two.” 
These furnaces turn out more than 
1000 tons of pig iron daily. 


Officers of the Carnegie-Illinois 
corporation said their stockpile at 
the great by-products plant at 
Clairton, 20 miles south of Pitts- 
burgh, has fallen below the safety 
line of 100,000 tons and that pro- 


duction of coke would have to be 
tapered off within three days. 

Coke from these plants goes di- 
rectly to blast furnaces, and an 
officer estimated that a week after 
the banking process starts steel 
output would be cut 25 per cent. 
Within two weeks it would be 
down 75 per cent, he said. 

In Chicago, a coal source said 
“loss of 10 days coal would cause 
spotty damage” in that great in- 
dustrial area, “and by the end of 
next week the situation would be 
serious.”

CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION SET 
j TOOPEN SEPT.

Gov. Donnell Issues Proc- 
lamation— McReynolds 
Favored for Chairman 
of Sessions. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4— 
The 1943 Missouri Constitutional 
Convention, to propose amendment 
for re-writing of the State Consti- 
tution, will convene in Jefferson 
City at noon on Sept. 21, under a 
proclamation issued late yesterday 
by Gov. Donnell. 

The Governor, in fixing the date, 
acted under a constitutional pro- 
vision requiring him to convene 
the convention not more than six 


- months after the special election, 


last April 6, in which delegates 
were elected. 

Gov. Donnell had delayed an- 
mouncement of a date for assem- 
bling the convention due to the 
fact that the Legislature is in ses- 
sion. The convention delegates, 
under former practice, will use the 
hall of the House of Representa- 
tives for their sessions. Forecasts 
on adjournment of the legislative 
session vary from late in June un- 
til the middle of July. 

The convention will be made up 
of 83 delegates, 63 elected from 
the 34 State senatorial districts 
and 15 elected from the State at 
large. Voters last April 6 rati- 
fied 68 district delegates, one Dem- 
ecrat and one Republican selected 
in each of the 34 senatorial dis- 
tricts by the party committees, and_ 
elected 15 delegates-at-large. 

The 15 delegates at large were 
elected from a slate chosen by 


Republican State Committees. As 
a result, the convention will be 
made up of 41 Republicans and 42 
Democrats. 

Whatever constitutional changes 
are recommended by the conven- 
tion will be subject to ratification 
by the voters of the State. 

Former State Senator Allen Mc- 
Reynolds (Dem.) of Carthage, a 
delegate-at-large and an outstand- 
ing authority on state government, 
has been prominently mentioned 
for selection as chairman of the 
convention, 

Some support also has developed 
for Robert E. Blake of Webster 
Groves for the chairmanship. 
Blake, general counsel for the In- 
ternational Shoe Co., and classified 
as an. anti-New Deal Democrat, 
headed the slate of 15 candidates 
for delegates-at-large approved by 
the state committees.

BARUCH TELLS 


HOW TO PUT 


"WORK OR FIGHT’ IN EFFECT 


How a “work or fight” order 
should be applied in time of war 
was described by Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch in his book, “American In- 
dustry in the War,” which is based 
on his report in 1921 as chairman 
of the War Industries Board. 

After explaining why men may 
not be forced to work for a private 
employer, Baruch wrote: 

“All this does not say, however, 
that men not under military dis- 
cipline are free agents in war. 
The Government cannot say, 
‘Work here, work there, or work 
for Mr. A.’ But it can say, as it 
did say in 1918: ‘Work or Fight!’ 

“The principle was barely in- 
voked, but it was and is capable 
of immense expansion. The Gov- 
ernment can specify classes of 
employment for which, in emer- 
gency, women, men without the 
draft age limits, and men not fully 
capacitated for military seryice, 
are sufficient. It can specify Whole 
classes of employment which are 
not considered essential at all and, 
as we have seen, can say, ‘Every 
man not in military service—what- 


ever may be his domestic or other 
circumstances warranting defer- 
ment or exemption—must be use- 
fully and faithfully employed in an 
occupation essential to the mili- 
tary purposes of the nation.’ 

“It can go much further. It can 
say that if a man be called and 
found unfit for military service 
but fit for other work in the es- 
sential lists, he must so employ 
himself or be cut off from rations, 
transportation, fuel and supplies. 
Also, in the organization of the 
nation here considered, there is 
the force of public opinion more 
potent than any governmental 


compulsion, If our organization 
for the next war proceeds from 
the lessons learned in 1918, our 
man power will be so classified 
and organized that no man can 
shirk and show his face among 
his fellows, 

“The draft of men for industrial 
employment ‘s not only impossible. 
It is wholly unnecessary, The 
Work or Fight method is a better 
way. It is compatible with our in- 
stitutions and far more effective 
than any chain-gang or impress- 
ment that could be invented. 
“There is no doubt that in any 
future major emergency’ there 
must be just such a control of hu- 
man effort as has here been sug- 
gested. The productive effort of 
war must be very much greater 
than the productive effort of peace 
and it must be made at a time 
when the very cream of the coun- 
try’s physical man power is being 
withdrawn by millfons from pro- 
ductive effort. Such vast demands 
can be met only if everybody goes 
to work.”

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SEU RECESSES HEARING 
ON ST. LOUIS UTILITIES 


One of Attorneys in Union 
Electric-County Gas Co. 
Case Is III. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—The 


Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion today recessed until June 14 
hearings in connection with the 
operation of the St. Louis County 


Gas Co. and the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri. Trial Examiner 
Willis E. Monte announced that 


one of the SEC attorneys was ill. 

A decision by the gas company 
to continue serving its customers 
with a manufactured mixed gas 
product instead of changing to 
straight natural gas was not in- 
fluenced in any way by officials 
of its parent company, the North 
American Co., E. H. Lewis, vice- 
president of St. Louis County Gas 
Co., told the commission yesterday. 


“The decision was made by exec- 
utives of my company dn my rec- 
ommendation after a survey 
showed the yearly saving in the 
proposed change would amount to 
approximately $10,000, or a saving 
to individual customers of 10 cents 
a year,” Lewis, said. “We never 
discussed our plans ag far as I 
know with the North American 
Co. and it had nothing whatsoever 
to do with our decision to continue 
using our combination of natural 
and manufactured gas.” 

Lewis took the stand after 


Dudley Sanford, treasurer of St. 
Louis County Gag Co., completed 
testimony concerning savings, he 
said were involved in the combined 
operation of St. Louis County Gas 
and Union Electric, another sub- 
sidiary of North American. 


The S. E. C. called the hearing 
to determine whether North Amer- 
ican should retain the securities of 
St. Louis County Gas Co., in addi- 
tion to the integrated electric sys- 
tem of Union Electric and to de- 
cide if there would be a “loss of 
substantial economies” if the two 
companies were not conducted 
under common control. 


Yesterday’s testimony was in re- 
sponse to a request by the com- 
mission for evidence regarding the 
feasibility of increasing the extent 
of natural gas distribution by St. 
Louis. 


“Even if the company did want 
to change to complete natural gas 


service, which would not ‘be feas- 
ible.in view of the resulting sav- 
ings, it would not be possible to 
get enough natural gas to serve 
our customers,” Lewis said. ‘The 
War Production Board has limited 
the sale of and use of all natural 
gas and, so far as I know, would 
not be partial to the change.” 

Previously Sanford had told the 
commission that gag sold by 
County Gas Co. was a mixture of 
75 per cent natural gas and 25 per 
cent manufactured gas, and said 
that in event of a shortage of nat- 
ural gas the company still could 
serve its customers. 


Lewis supported Sanford’s state- 
ment and cited several cases in 
which breaks had occurred in lines 
of the natural gas companies, cut- 
ting off the supply of the natural 
product to St. Louis for more than 
24 hours at a time. 

“If we had all natural gas and 
a break occurred in the winter, the 


consumer would be left in the 
cold,” Lewis said.’ “But with the 
mixed supply we could carry on, at 
least until the break had been re- 
paired. The change would result 
in a great inconvenience to our 
customers as all the equipment in- 
cluding that owned by private in- 
dividuals would have to be ad- 
justed to burn natural gas. This 
would also result in much of the 
present equipment becoming out- 
moded and in the end the cus- 
tomers would never realize—at 
least financially—that the change 
had been made.”

President Says 


versy Over Serving 


Beer Is Not Reason for 


the Change. 


The popular monthly dinner 


f meetings of the Board of Educa- 
tion will be discontinued because 


of the rationing program and the 
lack of enthusiasm on the part of 
downtown hotels to serve the cus- 
tomary $2 dinners, Rr. Rudolph 
‘Hofmeister, board president, an- 
nounced last night. 

Dr. Hofmeister said the contro- 
versy attending the sudden inter- 
ruption in the traditional serving 
of beer at the dinners, which oc- 
curred last month at the request of 
the Rev. C. Oscar Johnson, a new 
board member, played little or no 
part in the decision. 

He said he made up his mind 
yesterday after receiving a call 
from Hotel Mayfair reminding him 
the board’s dinner next week was 
scheduled for meatless Tuesday. 

Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, secretary 
and treasurer of the board who has 
been paying the dinner checks out 
of his contingent fund, said the 
board secretary had paid for them 
since 1932. Before that, he said, 
they were paid for by one or two 
wealthy board members. Members 
and board officers attended on in- 
vitation of the president, and often 
discussed matters which came up 
later at the official meeting. 

Decrease in Estimated Income. 

Wiethaupt announced yesterday 
at a meeting of the board’s Com- 
mittee on Finance that the esti- 
mated income for the school sys- 
tem in 1943-44 is $11,249,429, a de- 
crease of about $600,000 from the 
previous year. The cash balance 
July 1, he said, would amount to 
about $2,400,000, an increase of 
about $900,000 over the previous 
year because of record tax collec- 
tions, 

Tentative budget requests, Wiet- 
haupt said, amount to $11,615,422, 
and if $375,000, the tentative esti- 
mate of the intial cost of the pen- 
sion system, is added, the schools 
face a deficit of nearly $741,000. 

Members of the committee said 
they would insist on a balanced 
budget and that officers would be 
required to trim their original es- 
timates. The committee approved 
a recommendation by Comptroller 
James J. Lee that officers’ contin- 
gent funds be balanced monthly 
rather than annually. 

Auditor Objects to Proposals. 

The special committee consider- 
ing Lee’s reclassification plan in- 
volving 1191 non-instructional em- 
ployes last night heard comments 
and objections of William M. Su- 
sanka, auditor, to changes in his 
department. 

His chief objection was to the 
naming of an assistant auditor who 
could automatically take his place 
in Susanka’s absence. Susanka as- 
serted his present system of divid- 
ing supervisory work among three 
assistants is more efficient and 
that he saw no reason why he 
should “create an  heir-apparent 
for my job.” It was decided he 
would not be required to name an 
assistant who could take over au- 
thority.

Samuel C. Mell Says He Manned Antiaircraft 
Gun First Time the Day After Pearl 
Harbor, but ‘Learned Fast.’

SEATTLE, June 4 (AP).—Sam- 
te! C. Mell of St. Louis, of the 
Navy Hospital Corps, addressing a 
war bond rally here yesterday, told 
of the numerous gir raids he had 
undergone in the Pacific and his 
experiences on submarines which 
sank five Japanese warships. 

Mell, 20 years old, son of Sam- 
uel K. Mell, who lived at 1806 
South Tenth street, St. Louis, when 
he enlisted, told the gathering that 
he manned an anti-aircraft gun 
at Cavite, Philippine Islands, the 
day after the attack on Pear! Har- 
bor. He added, “I had never shot 
& gun in my life, but I learned 
fast.” 

After Cavite he was assigned to 
a submarine. It sank a Japanese 
transport and a destroyer off Min- 
daneo. After Mindanao, Mell went 
to Borneo and was in a hospital 
at Balik Papan. 

Six Air Raids in Week. 

“We had six air raids one week.”

he said. “They flattened every- 
thing. They came over every day 
at 3.” 

After Borneo, Mell went to an- 
other submarine, It sank three de- 
stroyers. Then the Navy gave him 
another shore assignment, this 
time in Java. 

“We had 23 air raids,” he con- 
tinued, “During one raid, I saw, 
just offshore, a small Javanese pa- 
trol boat with machine guns on it. 
I swam out to the boat. I took a 
bead on a Zero, one of 37 overhead. 
They were dive bombing and straf- 
ing everything in sight. I saw 
eight bursts of fire along the 
wings of the Zero. I began jump- 
ing up and down, yelping and 
howling because I thought I’d got 
him.” 

Ran for Two Hours. 

But the flames were Japanese 
machine-gun fire, and “they all 
started buzzing down on me like 
bees, so I jumped overboard and

swam ashore; they blew up the 
boat.” 

After that, he ran and ran. “Peo- 
ple were killed all around me. I 
couldn’t stop running for about 
two hours. I guess I had kind of 
gone to pieces.” 

But the next day found him out 
in the harbor, blazing away at 
more Japanese raiders. After that, 
Mell served aboard the ill-fated 
cruiser Houston. Then he was as- 
signed to a submarine smuggling 
supplies inte beleaguered Corregi- 
dor. The day Bataan surrendered, 
the submarine sailed for Cebu for 
more torpedoes, but found Japa- 
nese there, too, so they headed for 
Australia, 

There he was transferred to the 
cruiser Chicago. “She was sunk 
and I was picked up by the U. S. 
Ss. I don’t even tell my 
mother the name of that ship; it’s 
still out there,” Mell said. 


Then, by short stages, Mell 
served his way across the Pacific 
at various shore stations until he 
reached the Navy hospital here. 


“I’ve been around a lot and I’ve 
seen just about everything,” he 
added. “I'd just as soon stay in 
Seattle the rest of my life.”

RUSSIANS REPORT 
PLANES IN 2 DAYS 


23 Destroyed in Kuban 
Fighting — Reds Now 
Say Germans Lost 162 
in Kursk Raid. 


By WILLIAM McGAFFIN 

MOSCOW, June 4 (AP).—The 
Soviet noon communique = an- 
nounced today that 23 German 
planes were shot down yesterday 
in the Kuban valley northeast of 
Novorossisk, increasing to 247 the 
number of aircraft the Russians 
have reported destroying in_ the 
last two days all along the front. 

The communique said 19 of the 
planes in Kuban were downed in 
air fighting and the other four by 
antiaircraft fire. 

In the continuing air war, long- 
range Red Army bombers raided 
Kiev, in the western Ukraine, 
Wednesday night and also at- 
tacked Roslavl, a railroad junction 
between Smolensk and Bryansk, 
on the central front. 

Latest Russian reports of the 
German raid on Kursk Wednes- 
day said the Nazis lost 162 
planes out of the attacking force 
of 500. It was announced previous- 
ly that 123 German craft had been 
destroyed over Kursk in one of the 
biggest air battles of the war.

The German radio reported to- 
day that the Russians had hurled 
three infantry divisions and a re- 
inforced tank brigade, perhaps 50,- 
000 men in all, into a powerful 
day and night assault aimed at 
smashing the Velizh line some 250 
miles west of Moscow. The ac- 
count said the Russians failed to 
break through. Earlier the Nazi 
communique reported that Soviet 
attacks in the same area yesterday 
were frustrated. Velizh lies be- 
tween Smolensk and Velikie Luki. 

Russian communiques made no 
reference to a new flare-up there, 
nor confirmed a previous German 
DNB news agency report that Red 
Army troops had launched a drive 
near Temryuk, north of Novoros- 
sisk.

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WAR PLANT FUMES 
UNDER ANALYSIS 
AFTER PROTEST 


Residents of South Side 
Area Assert Health Is 
Endangered by Gases 


From Lead Firm. 


Fumes that occasionally lay over 
a residential section of South St. 
Louis in the vicinity of the 
Titanium Pigment Division of the 
National Lead Co., and cause 
leaves of trees and vegetables to 
wither, are being analyzed by St. 
Louis and St. Louis County Health 
Departments. 

Residents in the area near*the 
plant, which is at the junction of 
the River des Peres and the Mis- 
sissippi River, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that occasionally 
the fumes are so dense children 
are unable to play outdoors, be 
cause of the choking effect they 
Have, and houses have to be closed 
in the hottest weather. 

Petitions against the National 
Lead firm have been circulated 
among about 200 persons in the 
area, which was described as being 
about three miles by five miles. 

Effect Beyond Control. 

A spokesman for the Titanium 
Division, who said he had received 
no petitions of any sort, issued the 
following statement: “We are op- 
erating a chemical plant and 
manufacturing a chemical that is 
used in the manufacture of muni- 
tions. In the manufacture of this 
chemical the plant is using stand- 
ard, modern equipment. Notwith- 
standing this fact, however, cer- 
tain unusual and temporary at- 
mospheric conditions have created 
an effect beyond our control.” 

Knowlton J. Caplan, chemical 
engineer and St. Louis County 
Health Department official, said 
his observations have shown that 
the fumes are a combination of 
sulphur dioxide gas and sulphuric 
acid mist which kill the leaves of 
fruit trees and spinach in gardens. 
If an automobile is parked in the 
vicinity of the Titanium plant for 
several months, paint will blister, 
Caplan said. 

Caplan and John Buxell, chief 
of the Sanitary Division of the 
City Health Department, concurred 
in stating that their analysis* of 
the fumes have not yet proved they 
are injurious to health. 

“If that could be proved,” Buxell 
said, “the Government would im- 
mediately release vital materials 
necessary to relieve the condition. 
But as it is, the condition is only 
a nuisance and no materials can 
De obtained for that purpose dur- 
ing wartime.” 

Says He Lost 50 Pounds. 

Edward Comer, 8421 Vulcan 
street, a resident of the district 
for about 20 years, insisted the 
fumes were ruining his health. He 
said he has gone from 168 pounds 
two years ago to 118 pounds be- 
cause of inhaling the gases emit- 
ted by the plant. 

Mrs. Fred E. Freund, 8416 Vul- 
can avenue, mother of six chil- 
dren, reported she had to call the 
children in from play when the 
fumes come over, “If I don’t,” 
she said, “they will cough all night 
and get no rest. We can’t stand 
this condition. much longer,” she 
added. “My husband and I are 
thinking of selling our house.” 

Caplan explained that the fumes 
are more dense when atmospheric 
conditions permit them to move 
close to the ground. They are 
sometimes confused with smoke 
from other plants and railroads, 
he added. Officials of the Titani- 
um plant have told him they are 
doing what they can to control the 
fumes. 


FSA FUND, BARRED BY HOUSE, 
RESTORED BY SENATE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP).— 
A Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee approved an $800,000,000 
farm bill yesterday, sweeping aside 
a number of cuts made in the 
House and restoring funds for con- 
tinuance of the Farm Security 
Administration. 

Increases included an additional 
$100,000,000 for soil conservation, to 
which the House had allocated only 
$300,000,000. The sub-committee’s 
figure still is $50,000,000 below the 
$450,000,000 available this year.

AT A UNITED STATES BOMB- 
ER STATION IN ENGLAND, June 
4 (AP).—Lieut, William R. Smith, 
26 years old, of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 


brought the Flying Fortress Fire 
Ball back from the May 19 Kiel 
raid with three crew members un- 
conscious from lack of oxyyen. 

A German cannon ball disrupt- 
ed a section of the plane’s oxygen 
supply system at an altitude of 
26,000 feet, it was reported today, 
and the three collapseel. 

A fourth, although’ gasping for 
breath and out on his feet, con- 
tinued firing at the last of the 
German pursuers. 

A fifth attempted to bail out, 
but was killed when his parachute 
harness caught on the Fortress 
door. . 

The oxygen line to the remainder 
of the crew was undamaged, 

Back over England after the 
round trip flight of nearly 1000 
miles, Smith brought the Fortress 
down on an outlying field. 

“IT bet there wasn’t a pint of 
gasoline left in our tank,” Smith 
said. 

“That 20-millimeter shell was 
one of those 1000-to-1 shots which 
knocked out tHe emergency oxy- 
gen bottles as well as the regular 
supply system.” 

He said he first learned of the 
crew's plight when the co-pilot, 
Flight Officer Don R. Joyce of 
Arkansas City, Ark., called back 
on the intercom to see if the crew 
was okay. 

He got no replies from Sergts. 
Jasper B. Gay, Mobile, Ala., radio 
operator-gunner; Lewis Turber- 
ville, Tabor City, N. C., left waist 
gunner; Reuben A, Mills, Benton, 
Ark., tail gunner; Kenneth W. 
Gorsuch, Joplin, Mo., ball turret 
gunner, or Lewis T. Baker, Louis- 
ville, Ky., right waist gunner. 

“Joyce told me, ‘I think we've 
got five dead men back there,’”

and better food for the people.

the improvement of the quality of food available.” 


The text of the summary as pre- 
pared by the parley’s secretary 
general: 

“The conference met to consider 
the goal of freedom from want in 
relations to food and agriculture, 
In its resolutions and its reports, 
the conference has recognized that 
freedom from want means a se- 
cure, adequate and suitable supply 
of food for every man. 


Pay for Producers. 

“All men on earth are consumers 
of food. More than two-thirds of 
them are also producers of it. 
These two aspects of gaining sub- 
sistence from the soil cannot be 
separated. Men cannot eat more 
and healthier foods unless these 
foods can be obtained from the 
land or the sea in sufficient quan- 
- tities. If more and better food is 
to be available for all people, pro- 
ducers must know what they are 
“allied upon to do. They must 
equally be assured that their la- 
bors will earn them an adequate 
livelihood. 

“The work of the conference 
emphasized the fundamental inter- 
dependence of the consumer and 
the producer. It recognized that 
the food policy and the agricul- 
tural policy of the nations must be 
considered together: It recom- 
mended that a permanent body 
should be established to deal with 
the varied problems of food and 
agriculture not in isolation but to- 
gether. 

“The work of the conference also 
showed that the types of food most 
generally required to improve peo- 
ples’ diets and health are in many 

cases those produced by methods 
of farming best calculated to 
maintain the productivity of the 
soil and to increase and make 
more stable the returns to agricul- 
tural producers. In short, better 
nutrition means better farming. 


Victory First Duty. 

“The conference declared that 
the goal of freedom from want can 
be reached. It did not, however, 
seek to conceal the fact that it 
will be first necessary to win free- 
dom from hunger. In the immedi- 
ate future, the first duty of the 
United Nations will be to win com- 
plete victory in arms; as their 
armies liberate territories from 
tyranny their goal will be to bring 
food for the starving. The need 
to reach freedom from hunger be- 
fore seeking freedom from want 
was understood and _ resolutions 
were adopted on this subject. 
These covered both the planning of 
agricultural production and _ the 
adoption of measures to prevent 
violent fluctuations in prices re- 
sulting from the shortages of the 
transition period. 

“Many delegates informed the 
conference about the state of 
health in their respective countries. 
It was-made clear that there was 
a close connection between many 
prevalent diseases and deficiency 
in diets. The important part 
played by malnutrition in main- 
taining child mortality rates at a 
high level was also established. It 
was apparent that in all countries 
there are large sections of the pop- 
ulation who do not get adequate 
and suitable food for health; in 
many countries the majority of the 
people are in this situation. 

“The conference has not attempt- 
ed to lay down ideal standards of 
nutrition for all peoples. It has 
recognized that while the ultimate 
objectives must be a world in 
which all people are fed in full ac- 
cordance with the requirements of 
good health, it will be necessary 
as a practical measure to concen- 
trate on intermediate goals which 
can be progressively raised’as con- 
ditions improve. These intermedi- 
ate goals must differ from region 
to region according to climate, 
taste, social habits and other cir- 
cumstances. These goals are 
therefore primarily a matter for 
individual governments to deter- 
mine. 


Declaration of Policy. 


“One of the most important rec- 
ommendations of the conference is 
that the governments represented 

» should declare to their own people 
and to one another their intention 
to secure more and better food for 
the people. Various measures 
which might be taken for this pur- 
pose were discussed. These _in- 
cluded education, special provision 
for particular classes of the popu- 
lation, and the improvement of the 
quality of food available. 

“The conference recognized that 
a great increase would be needed 
in the production of food if prog- 
ress was to be made towards free- 
dom from want. Section II dis- 

~ cussed how this increase could be 

brought about. It was recognized, 
however, that to a varying extent 
in different countries and at dif- 
ferent times there would be insuf- 
ficient food of kinds required for 
health. It might therefore be nec- 


ALLIED PARLEY ON RELIEF 

OF AREAS DEVASTATED BY 

WAR IS EXPECTED SOOK 

HOT SPRINGS, Va., June 4 

(AP). 

HE prospect for an early in- 
T ternational conference on re- 

lief to follow the United Na- 
tions food conference, which 
closed yesterday, was the domi- 
nant topic among food parley 
delegates today ag they depart- 
ed for home. 

There was talk of Montreal 
as a possible site for the relief 
conference, Washington also 
was mentioned, as well as Hot 
Springs. 

It was generally expected, 
however, that the relief parley 
would be a much smaller affair 
than the food conference, and 
that it would begin its deliber- 
ations some time before mid- 
July, 

Relief problems as such were 
excluded from the food confer- 
ence agenda, but in its final rec- 
ommendations the conference 
stressed the urgent need of pro- 
ducing food enough to supply 
the material basis for relief of 
devastated regions. Problems 
of actually organizing and ad- 
ministering relief were left to 
a later gathering. 


essary to take measures to see that 
special groups of the population, 
such as young children and preg- 
nant women, who most needed 
these foods, obtained at least their 
minimum requirements, even if 
this meant reducing the supplies 
for the rest of the population be- 
low what they would otherwise 
consume. 


“In section II, the conference 
considered how agricultural pro- 
duction could be increased and 
adapted to yield the supplies most 
needed by consumers, It began its 
work with the assumption, which 
was confirmed by the conclusilons 
of section I, that more production 
was needed if the people of the 
world were to have sufficient food 
for adequate nutrition and _ that 
both new and existing production 
would have to be adjusted to se- 
cure more of those ‘protective’ 
foods which are most necessary 
for good health. 


“Before discussing methods by 
which these changes could be 
brought about, the section exam- 
ined the short-term position im- 
mediately after the liberation of 
occupied territories. It was gen- 
erally agreed that this period will 
be one of shortage, the exact in- 
cidence and extent of these short- 
ages being governed by the cir- 
cumstances in which various terri- 
tories are liberated from. the 
enemy. During this period the 
first call will be to reach freedom 
from hunger in areas devastated 
by the war. 


Demand for Cereals. 


“Until these lands themselves 
are able to produce a harvest, the 
most urgent demand will be for 
cereals and other foods which 
maintain human energy and sat- 
isfy hunger. 


“The conference agreed that 
while shortages lasted there should 
be co-ordinated action by govern- 
ments both to secure increased 
production and to prevent specu- 
lative and violent fluctuations in 
prices. 

“The conditions of shortage 
existing at the end of hostilities 
will be exceptional and it should 
not be too long before the produc- 
tion of the basic energy foods is 
sufficiently restored to provide for 
freedom from hunger. When that 
state is reached it will be necessary 
to increase wherever possible the 
emphasis on production of foods 
containing first class protein and 
other protective qualities necessary 
to good health, according to the 
standards considered by Section I 
of the conference. 

“There is danger that the heavy 
demand for energy foods which 
will arise from the immediate 
period of shortage may lead, as the 
shortages are overcome, to over- 
production of these foods unless 
governments act with foresight in 
guiding producers to alter their 
production programs in accord- 
ance with the long-term require- 
ments. The actual programs must 
be drawn up to suit the particular 
circumstances of each country, but 
the conference agreed upon broad 
general principles which should 
serve as a guide in making these 
programs in all countries. These 
principles cover not only the ad- 
justment of production to fit the 
long-term requirements of a better 
diet but also improvements in the

0 UTSIDE‘the black hearts of 


the Axis leaders, the darkest 

and most dangerous thing in 
the world today is uncertainty 
about the intentions 


States. Next to the military task 
of defeating the Ax comes—or 
should come — the job of the 
Americans in making up their 
mind what sort of a world they 
want (and are willing to pay for) 
and then communicating this de- 
cision to the other peoples in un- 
equivocal terms. For, justly or un- 
justly, no people today trusts the 
United States to co-operate in any- 
thing. 

Promists by administration lead- 
ers are just expressions of opinion. 
President Roosevelt is fighting for 
the Four Freedoms, Senator Taft 
is not. Why should anyone forget 
that, in 1919, on a similar issue, 
the Senate beat the President? 
Then a reverent world expected 
the most powerful nation in the 
world to back up a peace treaty its 
President had signed. The Amer- 
icans refused. For 20 years a world 
that could not predict the conduct 
of its strongest unit tottered in 
unstable political equilibrium, and 
finally plunged into catastrophe.

Ready Either Way. 
I SOLATION was our right and 
privilege, if we did not mind 
the consequences, But once burned, 
twice shy. Today, every friendly 
and neutral government in the 
world has two alternative postwar 
policies, one including the United 
States, another if we Americans 
revert to isolation. In a recent 
speech, President Bones of Czecho- 
Slovakia blurted out the common 
feeling: 

“We in Europe asgumed that 
your great President ilson had 
full plenipotentiary authority and 
that your Legislature would in- 
dorse whatever he fashioned or 
sanctioned in Paris. We forgot 
that public opinion rules the United 
States and that it cannot be co- 
erced. We must do all that is 
necessary to avoid such a mistake 
the second time,” 

This means that the other 
United Nations do not intend to 
let the American Senate ruin this 
peace as it ruined the last. They 
plan to establish security with the 
United States if possible; without 
the United States if necessary. 

Great Britain and Russia, in 
their 20-year pact, have already 
established part of the coming 
peace settlement. 

There is a French saying, the 
absent are always wrong. If we 
Americans remain aloof while the 
new world is being prepared, and 
then find that the final set-up is 
neither in our interest nor ade- 
quate to insure against a new 
World War, we shall have only 
ourselves to blame.

Asleep in Committee. 
HE American people clearly do 
not wish to remain aloof. By 
the Gallup poll and other means, 
they are showing that the over- 
whelming majority favors perma- 
nent participation in world admin- 
istration and policing.

and Hill brought in Resolution 114, 
asking the Senate to advise the 
Administration to take the lead in 
forming a United Nations organ- 
ization to win the war; to set up 
temporary administrative machin- 
ery and to provide for the Ameri- 
can share in world policing. 

Two and a half months have 
elapsed. The subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations has done nothing about it. 
Until the subcommittee acts, the 
committee can do nothing. Until 
the committee reports on this or 
some other equivalent resolution, 
the Senate cannot act. Only the 
Senate can “advise” the adminis- 
tration on such matters, and not 
even its “advice” would be legally 
binding on this or some future 
Senate. 

It would, however, be morally 
binding.

And that is pre- 
cisely why a large number of Sen- 
ators are determin2d that it shall 
never become the object of Senate 
debate. 


What Opponents Say. 

O justify this attitude the Sen- 

ate opponents of Resolution 114 
have resorted to the most amazing 
arguments. Some of these—like 
the privately given explanation 
that the President would like to 
keep foreign affairs out of the peo- 
ple’s hands until after the next 
election—are unpatriotic, but make 
sense. Another—‘“the boys at war 
are against it’—is refuted by the 
letters the boys write home. But 
the latest is a monstrous attempt 
to capitalize on the most sacred 
feeling in the world—the desire not 
to see our soldiers and sailors un- 
necessarily butchered.

THE LESSONS OF ATTU 


A PREVIEW OF PACIFIC WARFARE

T the end, the last pocket of 
A 3epanese troops came out 

charging, yelling their gibber- 
ish war cries, hopped up with the 
self-importance of men about to 
perform conscious mass heroics. 
The eyes of their Emperor were 
upon them, Future generations 
would exalt them. They were 
worthy descendants of yesterday’s 
warriors. 

The American troops, dirty and 
weary after a month of fighting 
in which nature was often a great- 
er enemy than the Japs, faced the 
charge with grim confidence. The 
charging Japs were doomed—had 
been from the beginning. All our 
calculations had been sound. We 
had come in to Attu Island with 
all the advantages. The ore thing 
the enemy might have done to 
upset the plan had not material- 
ized—a relief expedition in force, 
which would have turned this 
small fight into a major knock- 
down and drag-out. These troops, 
now coming out to die, might just 
as well have surrendered days ago 
when hard-headed common sense 
must have told them they didn’t 
have a chance. 

Yet here they were , still 
treacherous as snakes, pulling the 
last bit of stamina out of their 
exhausted bodies. 


Machine guns began to chatter. . 


Tommy-guns barked. A mortar 
lobbed its missile through the air, 
and over on the left flank the hand 
grenades were flying. For the last 
time on Attu it was kill or be 
killed. If that was what the Japs 
wanted, let ’em have it. 

So the final quarter hour played 
itself out, a battle of annihilation. 


An Old Story. | 
MERICANS fought» this way, 
back in the last century, 

against the Indians, in countless 
fights when quarter was neither 
asked nor given. When he must, 
the “white man” can meet and out- 
do the savage both in ferocity and 
determination, and he has proven 
it time and time again as Euro- 
peans have spread over this earth 
since the great era of exploration 
and settlement began. 

This fight against the Japanese 
is an old story. 

True, never before has the “na- 
tive” been so well equipped, so co- 
hesively organized. This struggle 
is a major, first-rank war, with 
half the world as a prize. It is a 
war to determine whether the 
great era of European expansion 
by violence has come to an end 
at last, stopped and beaten back 
by its own brand of violence...

Methodical Westare. 


ROM a military point of view, 
what did the Japanese gain by 
their stand on Attu? 

On Attu, as at Guadalcanal, they 
gained time. They forced us to 
pay that one price for the bleak 
island. The job required time be- 
cause our system of annihilation 
is one of methodical, calculated 
power of machines and explosive. 
Our philosophy of warfare has be- 
come one of gaining the objective 
at a minimum cost in blood and 
human flesh. Having based our

De Gaulle had maintained that 
Giraud should disassociate himself 
from the military command if he 
desired to have a hand in the po- 
litical administration. 


Spirit of Conciliation. 

A new spirit of conciliation ap- 
peared to pervade political quar-, 
ters in Algiers, however, following 
the formal establishment of the 
committee yesterday. 

There also was evidence of gen- 
eral satisfaction with the new 
French setup, which marked the 
culmination of seven months of 
patient effort to bring the diver- 
gent elements together.

THE PRESIDENT’S ORDER. 

As President and Commander-in-Chief, I or- 
der and direct the miners who are not now at 
work in the mines to return to their work on 
Monday, June 7, 1943. 

There it is. The coal miners can now spend the 
week end deciding where their ultimate loyalty lies. 
Does it lie with a leader who has flouted every rule 
for the peaceful settlement of labor disputes and 
befouled his own solemn no-strike pledge? Or does 
their loyalty lie with the Commander-in-Chief and 
the country at.large? 

Throughout the long coal-mine controversy, Mr. 
Roosevelt seemingly has bent over backward in the 
interest of tolerance and fair dealing. In his radio 
speech during the first strike, he reasoned with 
the men and told them why it was essential for 
them to resume the digging of coal. His brief 
order of yesterday is very matter-of-fact, containing 
no threats or inflammatory language, but promis- 
ing an orderly adjudication of the wage dispute. 

But, of course, the order necessarily is equipped 
with a set of teeth. If the miners fail to heed it, 
the President will be compelled to take sharp and 
decisive action. Among the methods he has at his 
disposal are reclassification under the Selective 
Service Act to miners who disobey; a rigid enforce- 
ment of laws governing aliens (many thousands 
of miners are aliens); wide-spread use of troops. 

These by no means exhaust the Commander-in- 
Chief's resources. To quell a rebellion in wartime, 
there is nothing he cannot do to preserve the Union. 
One of the greatest documents in the history of 
mankind—the Emancipation Proclamation of 1863— 
was issued by Abraham Lincoln as a military meas- 
ure on his authority as Commander-in-Chief. When- 
ever the fate of the nation is in jeopardy, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief can and must act with unlimited 
power. 

If the miners go back to work Monday, and sub- 
mit, as all other unions have done, to the orderly 
procedure of the War Labor Board, one chapter will 
be finished. But another chapter is sure to be writ- 
ten. We refer to congressional action on the Con- 
nally bill which would make it a criminal offense 
to incite strikes in seized plants. If such a measure 
had been passed in May, John L. Lewis today would 
be on his way to prison. 

It is a shameful and humiliating spectacle the 
country has witnessed in the past week—500,000 
men following a home-grown dictator in rebellion 
against the United States Government. No doubt 
many, if not most, of these men will realize soon, 
if they do not realize it already, that not only they 
but the American labor movement has been be- 
trayed by a man whose ambitions and implacable 


hatreds make him a candidate for a psychopathic 


ward. 

The President's order stands. 

The strike must end. 

The orderly processes of government must be 
resumed. : 

The power of John L. Lewis must be destroyed.

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SUCCESS OF FOOD DEHYDRATION. 

The dinner of dehydrated foods served to more 
than 300 food specialists from all over the nation at 
the Missouri Athletic Club Wednesday evening, and 
the hearty reception it got, indicate something of 
the tremendous progress that has been made in 
dehydration. 

The menu started off with tomato juice and pea 
soup, proceeded with turkey and cranberry sauce, 
carrots, potatoes and salad, and wound up with ap- 
ple pie and coffee. It is recorded that the diners 
sampled “hesitantly at first,” then ate “with evi- 
dent enthusiasm.” 

Specialists have learned much in the past few 
yearg about retaining the flavor, the nutritive val- 
ues and the color of foods in the dehydration pro- 
cess. Their newly-acquired knowledge is ready to 
stand the nation in good stead now that it has be- 
come necessary to develop alternatives to canning 
in order to conserve tin for war purposes. 

Housewives can further the program by learning 
something of the dehydration process. The equip- 
ment can be built at home at low cost, say $5 or 
$10 for a dehydrator of medium size. Beginners 
will be well advised to use the more familiar meth- 
ods of preserving for the bulk of their work at the 
outset, going in for dehydration experimentally and 
increasing their reliance upon it as they increase 
their proficiency. They can learn .from the Mis- 
souri State Agricultural Extension Service, on re- 
quest, how to go about it. ; 
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PROGRESS IN THE WAR ON U-BOATS. 

At last the Allies’ recent concentration on the 
war against Hitler’s U-boats is beginning to pay 
dividends. The added convoy protection and the 
unceasing patrols, with both sea and air forces 
playing a part, are producing results. <A. V. Alex- 
ander, First Lord. of the British Admiralty, has 
made a statement which, though guarded as to exact 
figures, definitely showed that Hitler’s No. 1 weapon 
is no longer the terror it was last year, when it 
was sending more than a. million tons of Allied 
vessels to the bottom each month. 

In May, said Alexander, more U-boats were sunk 
than in any previous month of the war. He indi- 
cated that more submarines than the Germans could 
produce were eliminated last month. April and 
May shipping losses were below the level of the 
December-February average. And because of the 
increased rate of American shipbuilding, over-all 
Allied tonnage has increased substantially. 

Every U-boat that is sunk means a saving of sea- 
men’s lives, of ships and of cargoes. Every U-boat 
factory that is bombed means fewer undersea sharks 
available for Hitler’s dirty work. The offensive 
against the U-boat cannot be relaxed for a moment, 
especially since an all-out submarine offensive is 


' 
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probably being plotted for the day when Europe is 
invaded, but the progress against this lurking men- 
ace of the sea is good news for the Allies. 
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AS TO FEEDING EUROPE’S CHILDREN. 

Most Americans instinctively favor feeding the 
hungry children of occupied Europe, if it can be done 
without giving aid to the enemy. In his visit to St. 
Louis this week, it was shown by Dr. Howard E. 
Kershner, recently returned from directing Quaker 
relief work in Europe, that this can be done without 
helping the Axis. He also gave answers for other 
points that may have caused some persons to doubt 
the feasibility of the program. 

Helping these pitiable victims of war means no 
drain on our own food ‘resources, Dr. Kershner 
said. The food would be purchased in other coun- 
tries, save for some use of our grain surplus. Neither 
does it mean a call on American funds, for the 
governments-in-exile of the affected countries have 
money available in this country adequate to cover 
the purchases. Nor is there any demand for badly 
needed Allied shipping, as neutral vessels, not avail- 
able to us for war purposes, are available for this 
purpose in Swedish harbors. As for the danger 
of food being taken by the Germans, Dr. Kershner 
reported from his own experience that this does 
not occur. Feeding has been discontinued in West- 
efn Europe, but Greece is now receiving 18,300 tons 
of food a month (15,000 tons of it the gift of the 
Canadian Government), with no interference by the 
occupying forces. : 

The plight of the European children is a frightful 
one, congéemned as they are to hunger, disease and 
eventual death unless help comes from the outside 
world.| Supplying them with food is more than a 
humanitarian project. It can have a great deal to 
do with winning for the Allies the loyalty of the 
conquered populations, looking to the day of inva- 
sion and postwar reconstruction. If the needs are 
not met, the result will be development of a bitter- 
ness that cannot be overcome for years. As the 
London Times said recently, “What hope can there 
be for reconstruction if the next generation is to 
grow up warped in mind and deformed in body?” 

Why, then, do not the American and British 
governments adopt.a program that has so much to 
recommend it? Are there insuperable obstacles of 
military importance? If so, should they not be 
stated, both to satisfy public opinion at home and 
to let the subject peoples know why help does not 
come to their weak and hungry children? 
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TOWARD COMPETITION IN SMALL LOANS. 

Despite the strenuous efforts of the small-loan 
companies to retain their lucrative dominance over 
the field, the Missouri House yesterday shook off 
the influence of the lobbyists sufficiently to take 
favorable action on two bills that will create some 
sound competition in the money-lending business, 
to the benefit of the public. | 

The measure permitting banks to make small 
loans at rates considerably lower than those of the 
36 per cent ring was perfected for passage. The bill 
authorizing expansion of credit unions, which 
charge only 1 per cent a month interest, was report- 
ed favorably after being held in committee for more 
than two months. 

Both these steps had been opposed by the insist- 
ent loan-company lobbyists. Now they will un- 
doubtedly concentrate on attempting to block pas- 
sage of the bills, and legislators wil] still have to 
be on guard against this powerful pressure group. 
The independent action in the House yesterday of- 
fers hope that public opinion in the end will prove 
stronger than the machinations of the lobby. 
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IGNORING A WAR PROGRAM. 

aifrousn Missouri’s Civilian Defense organization 
gaveta fine demonstration of its value in connection 
with the floods, the Legislature still refuses to con- 
firm the authority of the State Council of Defense 
and to put reasonable funds at its disposal. This 
makes worth quoting a few excerpts from a letter 
sent by Hugh Stephens, admimistrator, to members 
of the Council for their information; 

In the absence of adequate funds, we are now 
keeping our office open, handling correspond- 
ence, and sending out two field representatives 
personally to contact 116 local councils ... We 
are unable to employ anyone to direct Com- 
munity War Service programs. ... April re- 
ports from the counties reveal a sharp decline 
since December. This has been due to lack of 
funds to push the work, and confusion with re- 
spect to Civilian Defense legislation. ... 
Meanwhile, the House has passed a bill which 

would turn over Civilian Defense activities to the 
politicians. Mr. Stephens has announced that he 
will resign if it becomes law, and it has been made 
a policy to incur no deficits. In other words, only 
half a job—if that—is being done. 

Jefferson City is toying with a phase of the war 
program which Washington deems vital. How long 
will it be before the Legislature realizes its duty, 
and does it? 
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A DISHONEST PROPOSAL. 

Senator Bailey, North Carolina Democrat, has in- 
troduced a resolution which would amend the Con- 
stitution so as to limit the tenure of Presidents 
after Franklin D. Roosevelt to two terms. The in- 
tention is to give the impression that the force of 
the proposal and the hearings which may be held 
on it by the Senate Judiciary Committee are to have 
no bearing on 1944, but seek only to set a limitation 
on future occupants or the White House. 

This is a thoroughly dishonest business, and Sena- 
tor Bailey knows it as well as anyone else. If the 
purpose of the amendment is not to embarrass the 
wartime President of the United States, then why 
introduce the amendmént resolution at this time? 
If the measure does not apply to Mr. Roosevelt, 
then why bring it before the vountry when over- 
zealous supporters and bitter opponents, from oppo- 
site motives, have combined to raise the fourth- 
term issue? 

The Bailey resolution is ill-advised and ill-timed. 
If it receives the 10-to-8 vote in committee which 
its proponents forecast for it, the fourth-term is- 
sue inevitably will move to the fore again. This is 
no time for such debate; the national conventions 
are more than a year off. Let’s get on with the war. 
If the Bailey amendment can’t be effective until 
after Mr. Roosevelt leaves the White House, then 
it can wait until after infinitely more pressing work 
has been handled by the people and their wartime 
Government,

in the fact that the national attitude is 
wrong. We are trying to turn a fight for 
survival into a free-for-all grab for higher 
wages, higher prices and higher profits. 


Did any country ever win a battle for 
existence in this way? Can the will to 
victory be forged from the greed of this 
group or that, each determined that its 
living standards shall not suffer, even in 
the greatest war history has seen? 


John L. Lewis is merely the outward

|} and visible symbol of a disease rooted in 


our society. If there wasn’t something 
radically wrong with our attitude toward 
the war, Lewis could never have got to the 
place where he can defy the nation. 


Millions Giving All They Have. 


Basic to all our troubles would seem to 
be the fact that too many of us are seek- 
ing to get something out of the war, in- 
stead of to put something into it. That 
is not true of all of us, of course. Mil- 
lions of Americans are giving everything 
they have, in an exalted spirit of self- 
immolation, that this land may be forever 
free. But even a blind man can see that 
millions of others are trying to get rich. 


Moreover, the effort in high places to 
stop them is feeble and ineffectual. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gives occasional lip service 
to the need for lower living standards “for 
the duration,” and then his actions belie 
his words. In his address to Congress on 
price controls, delivered in April of last 
year, he said categorically that “our stand- 
ard of living will have to come down,” and 
that “wages in general can and should be 
kept at existing scales.” Actually, the 
trend has been in the opposite direction. 


There ig every reason why the adminis- 
tration should be using its best efforts to 
persuade labor to cease its constant de- 
mands, and why it should employ stronger 
means than mere persuasion, if necessary. 
But it hasn't done so. 


Whether a Republican administration 
would be more satisfactory in this regard 
is anybody’s guess. Certainly the record 
of the Republicans in Congress on several 
measures most vital to the winning of the 
war could hardly have been much worse. 
They gave clear indication of wanting to 
defeat the renewal of the President’s power 
to make reciprocal trade pacts. In view 
of this record, no one can feel safe in say- 
ing that the G. O. P. would be an improve- 
ment on the Democrats in the crisis. 


Parties Lack Determination. 


And that is another reason why we are 
convinced that there is something wrong 
with our whole national attitude. Both 
major political parties are evidently lack- 
ing in the determination to forge in this 
nation the sort of spirit which held Stalin- 
grad for months in the face of the most 
tremendous onslaughts the German Webhr- 
macht could throw against it. 


Let it not be imagined that organized 
labor is the only element of the American 
population which is derelict in this emer- 
gency. The average farmer. like the aver- 
age laborer, is patriotic, but the farm 
lobby is out to get what it can, 


And are the farm and labor blocs the 


only sinners? Not at all. Every grasping 
manufacturer who puts profits above the 
public welfare is just as unpatriotic as 
a striking union, or farm group which tries 
to undermine the Government’s program. 


Consider the revelations made by the 
Truman committee in March concerning 
the making of steel by the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation. It will be recalled that 
the supervisor of inspection at the com- 
pany’s Irvin (Pa.) mill testified that he 
had been “aware that the mill was ship- 
ping badly laminated and piped plates to 
the United States Navy and the United 
States Maritime Shipyards, and that defec- 
tive steel was being supplied on United 
States Treasury lend-lease orders.” 


A Canker of Selfishness. 


There is also the indictment of five offi- 
cials of the Anaconda Wire and Cable Co. 
of Marion, Ind., on charges of conspiracy 
to defraud through the sale for military 
use of wire alleged to be defective, etc. 

Indictments are not convictions, but hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of cases involving al- 
leged war frauds, from minor chiseling to 
conspiracies totaling high in the millions 
of dollars are in various stages of investi- 
gation and prosecution by the Federal au- 
thorities. It is obvious that many employ- 
ers are just as guilty of sabotaging the 
war effort as are striking labor unions. 


All this signifies that a canker -of selfish- 
ness and self-indulgence is eating away 
our integrity as a nation. Manufacturers, 
laborers and farmers in altogether too 
many instances are out to make what they 
can out of the blood and suffering. 


What else is one to conclude when, at 
the height of tense negotiations between 
the WLB and John L. Lewis, Mrs. Roose- 
velt gives a newspaper interview in which 
she says the miners ought to have con- 
cessions, partly because of what they have 
been through during the past 10 years! 


How can morale which will bring us vic- 
tory be built on the notion that everybody 
who had hard times during the depression 
of the ’30s should use this battle for na- 
tional survival as a lever with which to 
force compensation for those hard times? 


Our Own Worst Enemies. 


We are treated to the spectacle of manu- 
facturers deliberately turning out defective 
steel for our ships, labor unions recklessly 
defying recognized governmental agencies 
in the hope of forcing wage increases, and 
farm organizations trying to high-pressure 
Congress into unwarranted concessions. 


It is all part of a pattern which has been 
woven from complacency and greed. It is 
not only hamstringing the production of 
munitions at home, but it is undermining 
morale on dozens of foreign fronts. 


This effort to turn the war into a grab- 
bag for the nation is the only thing which 
can defeat us now. We are our own worst 
enemies. We need, and we must have, a 
rededication of the American people in the 
spirit of Washington and Lee, of George 
Rogers Clark and Nathan Hale. Otherwise, 
we are in grave danger of losing our battle 
for survival at home, even if somehow 
we manage to win it abroad.

FTER the recent publication of “Inside 

Benchley,” Harper & Brothers found 
that they had somewhat of a problem on 
their hands. The public wanted “more 
Benchley” and was not going to stop shout- 
ing until it got more Benchley. So, in self- 
defense, Harpers, Benchley and Cartoonist 
Gluyas Williams got together, and the 
result is another amusing collection of 
wisecracks and nonsense. 

The book covers a wide variety of sub- 
jects and most of the chapters are very 
brief.

HE same fundamental change 
in the military power of the 
United Nations has been quickly 
reflected in their political rela- 
tions We have heard a great deal 
about the mystery of Stalin, and 
much ink has been used in spec- 
ulating on whether he would con- 
sent to meet Roosevelt and 
Churchill. The fact is that until 
the Western powers had demon- 
strated their military power in 
the Mediterranean and in Western 
Germany no meeting could have 
improved matters, It might in 
fact have made them worse. 
Now that matters have im- 
proved in the sense that our will 
to wage war and our power to 
rt ah have been demonstrated, 
our’ political relations with Russia 
have improved also A meeting, 
if it were held now would regis- 
ter that improvement, And if no 
meeting is held, the improvement 
of political relations will continue 
if the military position continues 
to improve

Dissolving Comintern. 

HUS it is now clearer than it 

was at first that the dissolu- 
tion of the Comintern came from 
even deepe? and more substantial 
reasons than the obvious need to 
reduce the ideological conflict, Al- 
most certainly it signifies the con- 
viction and the decision in Moscow 
that Russian security as against 
Germany can be based upon the 
united actions of the Allies, and 
that this is preferable in Russia’s 
interest to the alternative policy. 
The alternative policy would be to 
encourage the German Communists 
to establish a German Soviet re- 
public in alliance with the Russian 
Soviets 

This alternative, which the exist- 
ence of the Comintern kept alive, 
would have been dangerous for the 
Russian state as it exists today. 
For a German Soviet would pre- 
serve the German military poten- 
tial It would be ruled by danger- 
ously efficient Germans who 
would, under the guise of revolu- 
tionary Communism, infiltrate Rus- 
sia Nevertheless, as long as 
Stalin had reason to doubt the will 
and the capacity of the Western 
democracies to wage war and to 
deal effectively with Germany, as 
long as there was ground for sus- 
picion in Moscow that there were 
interests in Britain and America 
which still contemplated using Ger- 
many, as well as the border states, 
against Russia, the dangerous al- 
ternative of a Soviet Germany was 
not wholly renounced. 

It is, therefore, aimost certainly 
not a inere coincidence that the 
dissolution of the Comintern fol- 
lowed the victory in Tunisia, the 
air assault on Germany and the 
taking of military decisions which, 
though known in Moscow, have yet 
to be carried out.

SALES HERE LAST WEEK 


Total in This Reserve Bank 
District to Date Reaches 
$845,272,300. 


War bonds with a total maturity 
walue of $10,653,150 were sold by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis and its issuing agents dur- 
ing the week ending yesterday, 
which brought to $845,272,300 the 
total sales since May 1, 1941. 

Agents sold $7,272,600 in Series 
E bonds during the week, and 
the bank sold $442,525 of the same 
series. The bank sold $2,936,025 
in Series F and G bonds, of which 
about $703,000 went to buyers in 
St. Louis and vicinity. 

During the week ending Wednes- 
Gay the St. Louis Postoffice, 
branches and the White House 
sold $333,225 in bonds, maturity 
value, and $89,580 in stamps. Dis- 
trict offices sold $130,020 in bonds 
and $12,342 in stamps. 

This brought the total since 
May 1, 1941, to $41,349,689 in bonds 
sold by the Postoffice, stations 
and district offices, and $10,877,- 
732 in stamps sold by the same 
agencies.

“Balalaika,” a European success 
which closed the 1941 season, is 
not new to Forest Park custom- 
ers nor to a great portion of the 
movie public, who saw it as a 
Nelson Eddy-Ilona Massey screen 
feature late in 1939, It tells a 
love story of the days of the So- 
viet revolution and after, with 
scenes in St. Petersburg and Paris, 
and has a happy ending for its 
heroine, the Red Russian ballet 
dancer, and its hero, the White 
Russian Cossack officer. 

High marks of the present pro- 
duction are set in the second act 
ballet conceived by Theodor Adol- 
phus and Dan M. Eckley, and in 
the unusually striking scenic set- 
tings. by Watson Barratt. 

The ballet sequence, in pink and 
blue, is set against a stylized back- 
ground of white, also lighted to 
tints of pink and blue. Sixteen 
ballerinas in blue and four in pink 
dance “Invitation to the Waltz,” 
the team of Harrison and Fisher 
presents a rapturous delineation 
of “None But the Lonely Heart” 
and four girls dance a humorous 
polka, with a full corps de ballet 
and the dance team for the finish 
of the sequence. 

Barratt’s scenic triumphs are 
principally in representing the 
palace of Prince Karagin in the 
second act and the interior of the 
Balalaika cabaret in Montmartre, 
although the original Balalaika 
cafe, at St. Petersburg also has 
examples of daring color and 
range.

Since “At 
the Balalaika” is the only song in 
the original show that most of the 
audience might recognize, Law- 
rence’s vocal program has been 
fortified with “Two Guitars” and 
Miss Errolle’s with a vocal ar- 
rangement of Romeo’s song from 
Tschaikowsky’s “Romeo and Ju- 
liet.” Lawrence is making his only 
appearances this season in “Bala- 
laika.” 

Comedienne Melissa Mason took 
bows on her leg-swinging in the 
final act and Miss Raymond’s rep- 
resentation of a drunken dowager 
in the same act was one of the 
most enjoyed performances of the 
evening. As usual, vocal choruses 
gave fine support. 

Among the interested spectators 
was Gregori Metrevely, member of 
a Soviet purchasing commission in 
this country. Taken backstage at 
second intermission, he surveyed 
the vast spaces with an appraising 
eye and commented that Moscow 
had such a big outdoor playhouse 
~-the Green Theater—which he 
thought might be even bigger than 
Municipal Theater.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4— 
A bill to enable banks and trust 
companies to make installment 
small loans more profitably, which 
will broaden competition between 
the banks and the small loan com- 
panies, was perfected for passage 
yesterday by the House after the 
measure was weakened somewhat 
by adoption of an amendment sup- 
ported by the small loan compa- 
nies. 

Enlarged ioan powers for credit 
unions, which would enable them 


to compete with small loan com- 
panies at much lower interest 
rates, are provided in a bill re- 
ported favorably last night by 
the House Committee on Com- 
merece, which had been holding 
the bill for six weeks. 

At the same time the committee, 
m secret executive session,’ killed 
a series of five bills by Repre- 
sentative Raymond J. Lahey 
(Dem.), St. Louis, calling for more 
drastic State regulation of small 
loan companies, after representa- 
tives of the companies appeared to 
urge rejection of the bills. 


Sets Up Discount Rates. 

The bank and trust company 
bill, sponsored by the Missouri 
Bankers’ Association, would per- 
mit banks and trust companies to 
make 8 per cent discount loans 
up to $300 and 6 per cent discount 
loans from $300 to $1500. Since 
the interest is payable in advance 
and the principal repaid in month- 
ly installments, the banks would 
actually earn about 16 and 12 per 
cent a year on these installment 


Under the present law, small loan 
companies are permitted to charge 
3 per cent a month on installment 
loans to $100 and 2% per cent a 
month on loans from $100 to $300, 
or 30 and 3 per cent a year. 

The amendment weakening the 
bank bill requires that advertise- 
ments of the 8 and 6 per cent dis- 
count loans must state that the 
interest charge is 16 and 12 per 
cent a year. Supporters of the 
bill charged the amendment was 
sponsored by the small loan com- 
panies as a trick to discourage the 
public from making these loans. 

They pointed out that the small 
loan companies were permitted to 
advertise their loans on the basis 
of the monthly interest charge 
of 2% and 3 per cent, and con- 
tended the public would be con- 
fused and led to believe that the 
small loan company charges were 
leas than the proposed bank rates. 

The House also perfected for 
passage a bill placing the unregu- 
lated loan and investment compa- 
nies under supervision of the State 
Department of Finance and elimi- 
nating special fees charged by 
these firms in addition to the in- 
terest on loans. 


Held Up Since April 21. 

The credit union bill was recom- 
mended for passage by a commit- 
tee vote of 7 to 2, but the indi- 
vidual votes of the nine commit- 
tee members present were not 
disclosed. 

This bill had been held up in 
the committee, without action, 
since a hearing last April 21 at 
which Representative William J, 
Kemp (Rep.), St. Louis, a commit- 
tee member, requested the bill be 
laid over so opponents might have 
an opportunity to be heard. No 
opponents have appeared publicly 
before the committee. Kemp was 
hand-picked as a legislative candi- 
date by David B. Lichtenstein of 
St. Louis, executive vice-president 
of the Public Loan Corporation 
group of small-loan companies. 

The bill would increase the maxi- 
mum unsecured loan that may be 
made by such, lending agencies 
from the present limit of $50 to 
$300, and would increase the maxi- 
mum for secured loans from $1000 
to $3000, conditional on a loan of 
the latter type not exceeding 10 
per cent of the assets of the credit 
union making the loan. The maxi- 
mum interest rate for credit union 
loans is one per cent a month. 


Rejection of the five Lahey 
bills for more strict State control 
of the small-loan companies was 
urged by Lichtenstein and Max P. 
Shelton of St. Louis, president of 
the Missouri Association of Per- 
sona] Finance Companies. 

Lahey told the committee his 
bills, which would classify small- 
loan law violations as felonies, pro- 
vide for revocation of licenses for 
violations, prohibit misleading ad- 
vertising, require more rigid 
examinations and publication of 
operating reports, were intended to 
provide more protection for bor- 
rowers. 

Shelton declared the small-loan 
companies now were adequately 
regulated. Lichtenstein said the 
proposed laws were unfair and too 
harsh.

general efficiency of production. 
The conference also recommended 
certain particular measures of 
more general application for carry- 
ing them out. 

“In addition, the conference rec- 
ommended measures for new agri- 
cultural development. It was the 
opinion of the conference that 
some parts of the world which at 
present are unproductive could be 
brought into agricultural produc- 
tion if the appropriate measures 
were applied. At the same time it 
was recognized that, in some areas 
of rich potentialities, development 
is impeded by over-crowding of 
farmers on the land. While some- 
thing can be done to increase the 


proving methods of farming, by 
drainage and similar measures, it 
was recognized that in some cases 
the development of industry to 


provide employment for agricul- 
tural populations or emigration to 
other areas were the only meas- 
ures likely to offer any significant 
contribution to a solution of the 
problem, 

“The. conference recognized that 
it is useless to produce food unless 
men and nations have means to 
acquire it for consumption. Free- 
dom from want cannot be achieved 
unless there is a balanced and 
world-wide expansion of economic 
activity. 

“The deliberations of the confer- 
ence in Section III, which was set 
up to investigate the improvement 
of distribution, clearly showed that 
consumers would not be in a po- 
sition to buy the food they needed, 
and producers of food could not be 
assured of adequate returns, unless 
progress was made through na- 
tional and international action to 
raise the general level of employ- 
ment in all countries. Moreover,

as discussions in Section I empha- 
sized, poverty is the first cause of 
malnutrition and hunger. 

“The work of Section III estab- 
lished the close interdependence 


in all countries, the character and 

extent of industrial development, 
the management of currencies, the 
\direction of pational and interna- 
tional investment, and the policy 
adopted by the nations toward 
foreign trade. The conference was 
not invited to conduct a detailed 
investigation into policies which 
should be adopted by the govern- 
ments of the world in order to pro- 
mote an expansion of economic 
activity; but it declared that free- 
dom from want of food could not 
be fully achieved without such an 
expansion, and urgently recom- 
mended the governments and au- 
thorities represented to take action 
individually, and in concert, in 
order to secure this objective. 


Food Treaties. 

“Having drawn attention to the 
fundamental importance, in the ap- 
proach to freedom from want of 
food, of policies to expand and 
quicken economic activity, the con- 
ference discussed the place and 
functions which might be given, 
within the framework of such 
policies, to international arrange- 
ments for the control of basic 
staple foodstuffs entering interna- 
tional trade. There was agreement 
that the objects of any such ar- 
rangements must be to eliminate 
excessive short-term movements in 
the prices of food and agricultural 
commodities, to mitigate general 
inflationary or deflationary move- 
ments and to facilitate adjustments 
in production which may be neces- 
sary to prevent economic disloca- 
tion. The conference agreed that 
any such arrangements should in- 
clude the effective representation 
of consumers as well as producers. 
It was not possible for the confer- 
ence, in the time available, to dis- 
cuss future international com- 
modity arrangements in detail. 
Discussion in Section III was di- 
rected to general] questions of prin- 
ciple affecting the operation of 
such arrangements as might later 
be made. The two questions to 
which most attention was paid 
were: 

“(a) The place which buffer 
stocks should occupy in these ar- 
rangements, and 

“(b) How far it would be neces- 
sary to achieve the desired objec- 
tives to include within the general

ther international discussion of 
these questions ought to take place 
with a view to the formulation of 
broad principles to govern the for- 
mulation and operation of future 
commodity arrangements. 

“There was general agreement 
that, whatever the nature of the 
arrangements eventually made for 
individual commodities, machinery 
would be needed for co-ordinating 
their operations in the light of the 
broad principles to be agreed 
upon, 

“It became clear at a compara- 
tively early stage of the conference 
that there was general agreement 
that the nations represented at the 
conference should establish a per- 
manent organization in the field of 
food and agriculture. It was also 
generally agreed that this organi- 
zation should act as a center of 
information and advice on both 
agricultural and nutrition ques- 
tions and that it should maintain a 
service of international statistics. 
The conference did not, however, 
attempt to lay down in detail what 
the scope and functions of such an 
organization should be or its rela- 
tionship to other national or inter- 
national bodies, It was agreed that 
these questions would have to be 
worked out in detail between rep- 
resentatives of the participating 
governments, Accordingly, the con- 
ference recommended the establish- 
ment in Washington of an interim 
commission, one of the functions 
of which would be to draw up for 
submission to governments and au- 
thorities represented a _ detailed 
plan for the permanent organiza- 
tion. 

“The United Nations conference 
on food and agriculture has shown 
that the governments and author- 
ities represented are agreed upon 
the necessity of their taking action 
individually and in concert to 
achieve freedom from want of 
food. The reports and recom- 
mendations of the conference indi- 
cate further agreement on the 
methods to be followed. The con- 
ference has accordingly recom- 
mended that the governments and 
authorities represented should rec- 
ognize their obligation to their own 
people and to one another to raise 
the levels of nutrition and the 
standards of living of their citi- 
zens, to improve the efficiency of 
agricultural production and to co- 
operate one with another for the 
achievement of these ends. The 
conference resolved that the in- 
terim commission to be established 
in Washington should prepare such 
a declaration or agreements in this 
sense for the consideration of gov- 
ernments and authorities repre- 


sented.”

“The committee will pursue in 
close co-operation with all the 
Allies the common fight with the 
view to bringing about the com- 
plete liberation of all French and 
Allied territories, and until total 
victory over all enemy powers has 
been achieved. 

“The committee takes its solemn 


oath to re-establish French liber- 
ties, the laws of the French Re- 
public and the republican form of 
government, destroying at the same 
time the arbitrary power of per- 
sonal leadership which is today 
inflicted upon our country. 

“The committee is the servant of 
the French people. The war ef- 
fort, resistance and trials of the 
French people as well as_ the 
necessary revival of the French 
nation requires the union of all 
national energies. 

“The committee calls on all 
Frenchmen to follow its guidance 


so that France shall be able to. 


find again through victory its 
liberties, its greatness, and its tra- 
ditional place among the great 
Allied nations and to bring to the 
peace conference its contribution 
to the council of United Nations 


which will then determine the con- | 


ditions of Europe and the world.” 


GIRAUD SAYS UNION 
IS ‘ACCOMPLISHED’ 


LONDON, June 4 (AP).—Gen. 
Henri Giraud in a broadcast from 
Algiers tonight told the French 
that “the union you have so long 
awaited is now accomplished.” 

Giraud talked on the same pro- 
gram as Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
but de Gaulle’s broadcast was 


jammed so much that it could not | 


be recorded by the Associated 
Press Monitor here. 

Giraud spoke of building up an 
African Army and’ then said: 

“But there is another French 
Army to which I am apeaking 
mainly now—the French Army at 
home, without arms, without 
flags, the Army of the French 
people who put up individual re- 
sistance, who sacrificed all and 
who wait for the great moment, 
the Army of French workers who 
are being dragged to Germany, 
the Army of prisoners, my com 
rades, whom I knew and who 
keep the hope of their flame burn- 
ing.” 

“French traditions always have 
been aligned with British tradi- 
tions. 

“Great Britain has been the 
first guarantor of liberty against 
fascism in Europe.” 

He then paid tribute to the 
British, American and __= Soviet 
Armies and said: “Now that union 
of all Frenchmen is achieved, 
France once again takes her place 
in the ranks of the United Na- 
tions.”

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resolution to do this. But it can 
be done—and the war must be. 
fought out. 

As a matter of fact, the Japanese 
“last stand” mentality plays into 
our hands, The enemy’s behavior is 
strictly patterned. We can antici- 
pate what he will do, and make our 
plans “accordingly. 

Our position would be far more 
difficult, should the enemy grasp 
the impossibility of his task under 
present circumstances—should he 
“collapse” as the Germans col- 
lapsed in 1918 .. . and then begin 
to use the “peace” to plot new 
Pacific wars. Germany has invaded 
France three times in 70 years. We 
must see to it that there is never 
another Pearl Harbor.

New Approach to an Old Puzzle 


HAT was the phrase that Prime Minister Winston Churchill 

used in referring to Soviet Russia—something about “a 

riddle wrapped up in a mystery inside an enigma?” 

Currently before us on the screen in an attempt of the Warner 

Brothers of Hollywood to explain 

enigma, unwrap mystery and answer 

riddle all at one wave of the wand. 

Yet “MISSION TO MOSCOW,” the 

new feature at the Ambassador 

Theater, seems less such a feat of 

skill than a little honest, money- 

minded, screen pioneering. The 

Warners, who were the first to ob- 

serve that the Nazis’ dirty work 

might make good movie yarns and 

banged out “Confessions of a Nazi 

Spy” back in 1939, now become the 

y e first to recognize Soviet Russia as 

WALTER HUSTON se another fertile field. Only the first. 

GOES PLACES AND SEE Within the next few months we 

THINGS. should have at hand Samuel 

Goldwyn’'s “North Star,” M-G-M’'s “Russia” and Columbia’s “Boy 

From Stalingrad” and the great Russian film cycle of 1943 will 
be well under way. 


It was my main reflection, after seeing “Mission to Moscow” 
at a press preview on Tuesday night, that it was refreshingly new 
in subject matter and treatment, very stimulating in story and 
incident and represented a genuine effort to extend the horizons 
of Hollywood. To give the screen greater range and variety at 
any time is, I think, to add greatly to the joy of moviegoing. And 
Hollywood is in business to add to the joy of moviegoing. 


A second conclusion was that “Mission to Moscow” is extraor- 
dinarily full, both of events and scenes. It tells, as did the 
book by former Ambassador Joseph E. Davies, how an Ambassa- 
dor goes about his business of getting information about a 
foreign country for the guidance of his government at home. 
Through the eyes of Walter Huston, who plays Ambassador 
Davies, the audience gets first a few glimpses of Hitlerized Ger- 
many of the pre-war period, then sees a thriving, serious Soviet 
Union of 1936-38, busily girding itself for the war it knew cer- 
tainly it could not escape. | 

With Davies, the audience goes to the Kremlin, seat of the 
Soviet Government, attends the famous “purge” trials, inspects 
the huge tractor factory at Kharkov, the oil fields at Baku, the 
big dam on the Dnieper River, studies machine shops, coal 
mines, collective farms; is followed by the Gay Pay Oo, the 
secret police, and doubtless is ag impressed as Davies was by a 
big May day military show staged in Red Square. 


If All These Should Sue! 


The film has public personages by the dozens and sgores. 
President Roosevelt is vocally impersonated, addressing An- 
bassador Huston in private audience in the same pitch and 
volume of voice that he might use in Madison Square Garden, 
which is somewhat jarring. Orne sees a Hollywood Churchill, 
a Hojlywood Stalin, Litvinov, Molotov, Haile Selassie, Yon Rib- 
bentrop and so on, as well as, in many cases, the originals 
themselves. For “Mission to Moscow” blends studio stuff and 
newsreel material as freely as a proh, dition bootlegger blended 
gin and kerosene. : 

Even as Ambassador Davies must have found himself amid 
scenes of constant stimulation, so “Mission to Moscow” keeps 
up an elating round of activity. Howard Koch’s screen play is 
packed with banquet and ball, interview and inspection, diplo- 
macy and double-dealing and much sly comedy. Director Michael 
Curtiz presents all phases with a minimum use of Hollywood 
cliches. sa 


As for performance, although Davies’ own foreword to the 


film is very effectively delivered, Huston’s forthright greenhorn-, 


ing about Russia is splendid, a clear and resonant echo of his 
excellent Dodsworth. Oscar Homolka, always a superior char- 
acter actor, is wonderful as the pessiristic, clear-eyed Litvinov, 
Viadimir Sokoloff, Gene Lockhart and Victor Francen also do 
work that should please even the Russians themselves. 

One matter remains. Is “Mission to Moscow” ad plug for 
communism, for a fourth term for Roosevelt, for heavier snows, 
for imported caviar or anything else? The answer depends on 
one’s viewpoint. And to this desk has come enough material 
on these questions, pro and con, to fill 20 columns such as 
today’s, which cannot itself, in all fairness to Gypsy Rose Lee 
and others, be given entirely to the Warner film. 


Anyone who has sat in movie audiences from week to week 
during the last year and has heard applause for the Russians 


when their war has been shown in the newsreels, short subjects - 


or an occasional documentary feature, must know that the job of 
selling Russia to the American people is an accomplished fact. 
The Russians did it themselves, with their brave and costly 
stand against the Nazis. If the Warners represent them as 
hard-working, poor, resourceful and courageous people who are 
nobody's fools, particularly Herr Hitler’s, the film producers can 
be at worst accessories after the fact. 


Slow on the Take-off

for the screen under title of “LADY OF BURLESQUE,” at 
Loew's, this gives us an hour of colorful backstage life and 
then settles down to question-and-answer murder technique.

‘Heart Attack’ 
Often Is Some 
Other Ailment

é6 LITTLE learning is a dan- 
A serous thing.” ... Upon 
what immortally inspired 
moment did Pope coin that eternal 
truth! Nobody is more aware of 
tihs than the practicing physician. 
Nowadays everyone seems to have 
learned a little medical ‘knowledge. 

There are several hot subjects 
for the .amateur self-diagnosti- 
cians, but none more pertinent 
than angina pectoris—pain in the 
chest, heart pang. The medical 
profession has been discussing it 
avidly for the last few years, and 
this has filtered out to all strata 
of society. 

Any business man who fals 
dead on the golf links has had a 
“heart attack.” In fact, anyone 
over the age of 30 who dies sud- 
denly at all, unless at the hands 
of the common hangman, dies of a 
“heart attack.” It may be one of 
a thousand things—apoplexy, heat 
troke, embolism, lymphaticism; 

ut for the sidewalk diagnosti- 
cians it is just labelled “heart at- 
tack.” 

This does no harm to the victim 
but for us, the living, it may have 
very sad and troublesome conse- 
quences, If the taking-off is on the 
golf links, as mentioned, the other 
three members of the foursome 


within the following week develop . 


vague pains around the heart and 
seek advice from a practitioner 
who solemnly takes the blood pres- 
sure, does an_ electrocardiogram 
and makes a pronouncement. 


IT IS A CREDIT to the essential 
honesty of the medical profession 
that most of these announcements 
are reassuring, In these days when 
the conversational atmosphere is 
filled with “heart attacks,” any- 
body, any time, may develop 
premonitory symptoms of dissolu- 
tion. If he falls into the hands of 
an even mildly unscrupulous prac- 
titioner, he is putty in those hands. 
He can get the liver and lights 
scared out of him as thoroughly 
and rapidly as is ever possible to 
do so. 

I had an instance of thig the 
other day. An old friend of mine 
had been having some heart pain 
and had sought advice and was 
told that the third lead in the elec- 
trocardiogram was “suspicious” 
and that his tonsils should come 
out. He asked me to check up and 
even I could tell that his symp- 
toms were not those of angina, 

The pain was not pain, but a 
sensation of awareness, it was con- 
tinuous, it had no relation to exer- 
tion, it did not radiate, it wasn’t 
in the right place. The stetho- 
scopic examination of his heart 
was all right, and the third lead 
in the electrocardiogram was pro- 
nounced by our hospital expert to 
be normal. His tonsils could not 
be found at all.

I AM INDUCED to bring this 
subject up by the perusal of an 
article in a medical journal, just 


come to hand, which related the 
case histories of a number of 
people who complained of angina 
pectoris when the real trouble was 
a slight injury in the ligaments of 
the neck—many of them induced 
by so slight a thing as the sudden 
jerking when an automobile start- 
ed. The crick in the neck was re- 
ferred to the chest, in the heart 
region. 

Other imitators are pleurodynia, 
fatigue syndrome, shingles, radi- 
clulitis from spinal arthritis, pleu- 
risy, pericardial rub.

ID you know that among the 
[)rrinces of the 562 native states 


of India, there is one Prince 


named the Jam Sahib of Nawa- 
nagar, another called the Wali of 
Swat? Or that the Sikh warriors 
of Northern India must have their 
hair long, wear short underpants, 
wear an iron bracelet on the right 
wrist, use a wooden comb and car- 
ry a knife with an iron handle? 
Did you know that in Egypt it’s 
etiquette to inhale your coffee 
with a zooping effect? That in 
Australia if you say you're going 
to shout, it means that you're go- 
ing to buy drinks for the house? 
Or that in Iran, the Moslems keep 
their hats on, but take their shoes 
off, in church? 


We've just gleaned these nuggets 
of knowledge from the 12 little 
guidebooks issued by the War and 
Navy departments for the use of 
our troops stationed in the various 
countries of the world. Designed 
to help our soldiers and sailors 
acclimate themselves to strange 
ways in strange countries, these 
little pocket guides make swell 
reading, serve up the histories of 
the various countries in practically 
painless form, and bulge with in- 
triguing information about the 
customs of the people of our Al- 
lied nations. 

Here are a few strange and in- 
teresting facts taken from these 
various guide books:

NEW ZEALAND. Here is where 
you find the famous kiwi (kee- 
wee), the bird that can’t fly. In 
New Zealand it’s winter from June 
to August and summer from De- 
cember to February. New Zea- 
landers speak with an accent all 
their own. “It. is apt,” says the 
guidebook, “to sound a bit like 
English cockney to American ears, 
although it really isn’t. Such words 
as ‘now’ are given a rather nasal 
pronunciation like ‘neow.’ Words 
like ‘day’ sometimes sound a little 
like ‘die.’ There is a story, prob- 
ably untrue, of a child who was 
asked to describe a bison. He said, 
‘A bison is what you wash your 
hands and fice in!’ In New Zea- 
land a biscuit is called a scone and 
an undershirt is called a singlet.” 


There are no hot dog or ham- 
burger stands, but New Zealanders 
have an institution called the Pie 
Cart. This is a stand which is set 
up at night in one of the main 
squares of the town, where you 
can sit down and get a good cheap 
meal of sausages, potatoes, eggs 
and other such food. When you're 
invited to a New Zealand home, 
the nice thing to do is offer to 
help your hostess with the dishes. 
“She’s used to that,” says the book. 
“The New Zealand male is singu- 
larly helpful, as well as self-reliant. 
He can do almost anything from 
cooking a meal tc building a house, 
or from darning his socks to fell- 
ing a tree or breaking in a horse. 
The New Zealanders like ‘handy’ 
men.”

SYRIA. In Syria, it is a serious 


breach of etiquette to touch food

(‘Bismillah’), and then not till he 
has told you to. You eat only with 
your right hand. It is considered 
the height of bad manners to eat 
with your left, even if you're a 
southpaw. Native bread is never 
cut with a knife; you break it with 
your fingers. “Syrians,” says the 
guidebook to that country, “make 
a good deal of courtesy and polite- 
ness. If a man should kiss your 
hand or raise his fingers to his 
lips after shaking hands with you, 
don’t laugh. It is his way of pay- 
ing you a compliment.” Among 
the desert tribesmen of Syria a 
discarded gasoline can is consid- 
ered a proud possession.

INDIA. Indians chew betel nut, 
as Americans smoke cigarettes. 
The Indians wrap the nut in a 
leaf, buttered with lime, and then 
chew it like tobacco. Only they 
spit red instead of brown. “When 
you are offered betel or any gift, 
you may just touch if it you do not 
wish to take it,” the pocket guide 
to India explains. “Touching the 
gift means that you have accepted 
it in the spirit in which it was 
offered.” On the backs of bills of 
Indian paper money, the word 
“rupee” is written in eight differ- 
ent languages. “If you want to 
ama-e your comrades,” says the 
guide, “and, incidentally, win a 
few bets, here is the list to memo- 
rize -—- Urdu, Hindustani, Bengali, 
Burmese, Tamil, Telegu, Kanarese 
and Gujerati.” 


There are nearly 200 million cows 
in India. We Americans use the 
term “sacred cow” in a joking way. 
In India there isn’t anything funny 
about it. Literally, to the Hindu, 
the cow and the bull are sacred. 
“So much so,” warns the book, 
“that while you may see Hindus 
pushing cattle out of the way or 
driving them from open market 
stalls, no Hindu would dream of 
killing a cow.” Most Indians feel 


it is only polite to tell you what . 


you want to hear. “And _ very 
often,” the guidebook explains, 
“that politeness of theirs will get 
you much misinformation. If you 
ask: ‘Is this the right road to—?’, 
the Indian will probably say ‘Yes,’

Aids Declarer

ONVENTIONALLY, a penalty

West looked upon East’s penalty 
double as an absolute command to 
lead either hearts, the suit bid by 
West, or clubs, the suit bid by 
North. Since the latter course was 
impossible, West being void of 
clubs, he “obediently” opened the 
ten of hearts. This lead was both 
final and fatal in the sense that 
it immediately gave declarer nine 
sure tricks. Winning with the © 
heart queen, he had only to take 
the precaution of leading a low 
club toward dummy’s queen, then 
take the proved finesse against 
East's club jack. 

If West had given more thought 
to the most significant call of the 
whole series, South’s redouble 
(which, incidentally, wag a “flirt- 
ing-with-death” action), he might 
have found the clew to the correct 
opening lead. Conceivably, the op- 
ponents might have gone to three 
no trump without adequate heart 
protection, but it was inconceivable 
that South would have redoubled 
without being fully prepared for 
the lead of West's bid suit. Thus, 
despite any so-called conventional 
meaning of East's double, West 
should have relied on his own com- 
mon sense, and double crossed the 
opponents to the extent of opening 
a suit for which they might not 
be so well prepared. Obviously, I 
refer to a spade lead. This would 
have given the defenders five 
tricks before the declarer could 
even catch his breath and would 
have changed the final result con- 
siderably. 

It is all very well for one part- 
ner to be “obedient” to the fancied 
commands of the other, but it is 
far better to proceed along the 
lines of pure logic. ‘
